Carlisle Was Applauded. 

When Secretary Carlise entered the room, 
promptly at noon, he was ‘received with 
applause from the people present. All was 
in readiness but the bids, and at 12:10 
oclock it was announced that 150 add.- 
tional bids having been received just before 
noon, it would take half an hour or more 
to schedule them, — . 

At 12:15 o'clock p. m. Comptroller Eckels 
appeared at the door with a list of his bids 
in his hands and announced the committee 
arpoirted by the secretary to open and 
tabulate. Under the immediate charge of 
Assistant Secretary Curtis the following 
committee opened the bids: James H. Eck- 
els, comptroller of the currency; Daniel 
N. Morgan, United States treasurer, and 
A. T. Huntington, chief of the division 
of loans and currency, secretary’s office. 

The first bid was received January 13th 
of $600, at 119. The sirst bids read out were 
in small amounts, ranging from $50 to $10,- 
000 each. Among ghese was one of $5,000 
at 110 from the Loan and Savings bank, of 
Charlotte, N. C. 

Range of the Bids. 

At the beginning of the reading Comp- 
troller Eckels announced that the bids 
ranged from par to a fraction over i19. 
The comptroller read until his voice gave 
out, when he was relieved by another 
member of the committee. The first bid 
above 110 and the first to receive applause 
was that for haif a million dollars by the 
Williamsburg, N. Y., Savings bank, east- 
ern district of Brooklyn. Most of the bids 
announced prior to 2 o’clock were those 
received up to yesterday. They were many 
in number, but only half a dozen of them 
were for single amounts above 310,000. Thea 
big syndicate bids were not received until 
this morning and were not announced until 
near the close of the proceedings. 

Bids Still Unscheduled. 

the “treasury “departhien 
overwhelmed by the enormous number of 
bids received. With fifteen expert clerks 
at work scheduling the bids at 6 o’clock 
tonight, they having worked incessantly 
since 8 o’clock this morning, 1,200 bids re- 
mained unscheduled. They will be copied 
tomorrow. It will take mfany hours of hard 
work to straighten out the tangle as to 
the bids received and the prices offered. In 
spite of the care exercised by the commit- 
tee which opened the bids, many unavoid- 
able errors were made in announcing the 
bids. As proof of this it may be mention- 
ed that a number of offers from prominent 
financial institutions, all apparently act- 
ing in toncert, were read out as being at 
110.75. This had progressed for some time 
when the correction was suggested by one 
of the parties in interest, that all those 
bids were at 110.075. 

In future readings they were so an- 
nounced. The official analysis of. the 
figures will determine the result, and this 
will be necessarily a work of great labor. 
The great feature of the bidding was the 
‘offer of J. P. Morgan’s syndicate, which 
as now composed. includes only his own 
banking house, the Deutsche Bank of Ber- 
lin, Germany, and Harvey Fiske & Sons, 
of New York. They proposed to take the 
entire issue at 110.6887. Only one other 
bid of anything like equal amount was re- 
celved. 

What Mr. Morgan Figures On. 

Mr. Morgan, after figuring on the bids 
received, -said tonight that he estimated 
that he would be awarded on his bid 
about 60 per cent. of the $100,000,000. He 
reached the conclusion simply from hear- 
ing the various bids read, as he did not 
think that more than $40,000,000 bids above 
that figure had been made. 

Scarcely more than one-third of the 
actual bids received are included in the 
Imperfect lists now published. Several 
thousand bids below the obvious limit of 
acceptance are omitted. Bids for many 
millions of dollars coming from New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, Illinois, Con- 
necticut, Virginia, Maryland, Nebraska, 
South Carolina, North Caro'tina, Indiana, 
Michigan, Louisiana, state of Washington, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and in fact 
every state of the unfon thrown into the 
most incongrucus state of juxtaposition, 
and quite a numbcr of offers from Canada, 
were received at prices ranging from 109 
downward. 

Large Number of Small Bids. 

The number of small bids was quite re- 
markable. The $50 offers ran up into the 
hundreds and at fairly good prices, and 
over one thousand small banks and private 
individuals whose offers at the highest 
rates of acceptability ranged from $500 up 
to $8,000 or $9,000, are not included in the 
lists published. The offers by all classes 
of small bidders below the 110 and a frac- 
tion limit, which seems to shut off the 
issue, were still more numerous. 

A feature in these offers was that so 
many ‘of those of large amount, ranging 
in many cases up to one or more millions 
of dollars, came from fiduciary institu- 
tions which thereby indicated that they 
had no better outlet than that afforded 
by United States bonds at the price at 
which they will undoubtedlv be awarded. 

One of the curious incidents of the day 
was the fact that the bids, of the Union 
Trust Company, of New York, for $78,000,- 
000, at 110.075, almost escaped notice in the 
monotony of the reading, while the bid 
of the Morgan syndicate was received with 
applause. 

The Hanover National bank, of New 
York, submitted six separate bids of $1,000,- 
000 each at prices ranging from i109 to 
110.875. Lazard Freres, of New York, bid 
110.75 for $4,000,000 and President John A. 
Stewart, of the Union Trust Company, of 
New York, bid for $10,000,000 in addition 
to the $78,000,000 mentioned above at a 
lower figure. .

This gave rise to a discussion of the scope 
and effect of the rule regarding fifteen min- 
ute debates upon a proposition after the 
previous question had been ordered, which 
had not been before discussed. A decision 
on this point, which was conceded to be 
far-reaching and important, was deferred 
and Messrs. Crisp and Grosvenor were al- 
lowed five minutes each to discuss the mo- 
tion to recommit. 

Mr. Crisp said he desired only to congrat- 
ulate the majority upon fts ability to tran- 
sact public business. He had made some 
inquiries amd this was the first time in the 
histcry of the government that a general 
appropriation bill reported from a commit- 
tee representing a majority of 150 had fail- 
ed to secure the approval of that ma- 
jority. It had been said that in consider- 
ing this appropriation bill the house was 
acting as a common council of the city of 
Washington. “Therefore,” said Mr. Crisp, 
‘the majority has shown its incapacity to 
transact the business of a.town council.” 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Grosvenor said that the difference be- 
tween the republican and democratic side of 
the house was that the former, when it 
made a mistake, was not afraid to rectify 
the mistake. (derisive laughter on the demo- 
cratic side), and the latter was. 

The motion to recommit 
agreed to. 

Mr. Henderson, republican, of Iowa, re- 
ported the bill presented eariier in the day, 
x0dified to meet objections, to prevent 
prize and bull fighting in the territories and 
District of Columbia, which was passed.

“A Carpenter Kills His Family and 


Himself. 

Chicago, February 5.—An entire family, 
consisting of seven persons, was found 
dead this morning, the result of the mur- 
derous- work and suicide last night of 
Richard Kloetke, a carpenter, residing at 
7 Berteau avenue. The dead are: 

Richard Kloetke, aged thirty-eight. 

Kate Kloetke, his wife. 

John Kloetke, his father, seventy years 
of age. 

Mina Kloetke, his mother, seventy-one 
years old. 

Mina Kloetke, his daughter, nine years 
old. 

Anna Kloetke, daughter, eight years old. 

Emma Kloetke, daughter, seven. years 
old. 

The distovery was made at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning by a neighbor, who called at 
the Kloetke residence to get some work 
done. The victims were all killed by shots 
from a revolver, which was found by 
Kloetke’s side. Kloetke had been out of 


‘work for some time, had no money and 


no prospect of getting work. 

Kloetke had been out of work since 
Christmas. A pathetic feature of the 
tragedy is that two neighbors called at 
the Kloetke cottage this morning, each 
with the glad news of employment for 
him. Each of Kloetke’s victims were shot 
through the head, and death must have 
been instantaneous in each case. There 
was an odor of chleroform in the house, 
and it is surmised that the murderer had 
rendered his victims unconscious before 
firing the fatal shotS The appearance of 
Mrs. Kloetke alone, of all the victims, 
presented an indication of a struggle. Her 
hands were scratched and her clothing 
torn. Little Emma and her mother were 
found in the rear room, while in the front 
room the aged grandparents lay in one 
bed and the remaining two children in 
another. Kloétke’s body lay on the floor. 
Beside him, on a chair, were a whetstone 
and two sharpened knives. He had emptied 
his revolver and reloaded it.

LAUGH ON REED 


He Scored the Speaker in Words 
Most Sarcastic. 


SPOKE OF THE HOUSE’S WORK 


Said the Members Were Not Able To 


Be Aldermen. 


THIS REFERRED TO APPROPRIATIONS 


Free Coinage Men Acted with but 
Little Judgment Regarding the 
Tariff Bill 


Washington, February  6.—(Special.)— 
Judge Crisp got an opportunity today to 
return with interest some of the sarcasm 
and pounding which were aimed at the 
democrats in the last congress by Tom 
Reed, and he did it in good style. 

For several days past the republican 
side of the house has been in the throes of 
the American Protective Association. They 
struck out of the District of Columbia ap- 
propriation bill all appropriations for Cath- 
olic and other sectarian charitable institu- 
tions, but left in those for negro hospitals 
or other instituticns for negroes. 

In other words, they struck at the Cath- 
olic institutions, but supported those from 
which they could make political capital. 
The American Protective Associationists 
on the republican side ran riot in striking 
out one after another of those paragraphs. 

Today the leaders realized the political 


_» effect of their act. It was impossible to 


change what they had done and having 
made a pretty mess of it, they sought 
dempcratic aid, the democrats having 
been alli along opposing the acts com- 
mitted, and recommitted the bill to the 
committee on appropriations with instruc-. 
tions to reconstruct the same and report 
it back. This admission on the part of the 
tremendous republican majority that they 
had erred in legislating, gave ex-Speaker 
Crisp an opportunity to pay his respects 
to the republicans in the same vein Mr. 
Reed so often resorted to in the last con- 
gress. 

Judge Crisp did it in the most artistic 
style in a five minutes’ speech brimming 
with good natured sarcasm. His words 
caused Reed to squirm and sneer, but the 
Maine man accepted the medicine he has 
so often administered. 

“I desire to congratulate the majority 
in the house on their capacity to transact 
public business,’”’ said Judge Crisp, and 
everybody laughed. “I have been a mem- 
ber of this house for quite a number of 
years and I believe that this is the first 
time in the history of the government 
that a general appropriation bill has been 
brought into the house, duly considered, 
and upon a yea and nay vote the house 
has refused to pass it. Now, Mr. Speaker, 
that is a noteworthy event. I recollect 
that our friend who now occupies the 
speaker’s chair, in the last congress and 
“the congress preceding, used very often 
to stand where my friend from Illinois, 
_Mr. Cannon, now sits, and congratulate 
this side of the house on their capacity 
to transact public business, and it affords 
me infiinte pleasure now to return the 
compliment and to say that whatever our 
misdoings or shortcomings may have 
been, we never reached that state of disor- 
ganization where we were unable to frame 
and pass an ordinary appropriation bill. 
This bill appropri:tes for the support of 
this beautiful city of Washington, of which 
Wwe are all so proud, and we have becn 
told time and time again. during the con- 
sideration of the bill that we are acting 
as a borm of aldermen or a common 
council. That being so, I want to say to 
you, my friends on the other side, with 
the utmost gocd nature that you have 
written yourselves down by your aciion 
here today as incompetent to discharge 
the duties of a bcard of aldermen for the 
city of Washington. You present a bill to 
make appropriations for the District of 
Columbia; it is considered in the house; 
some of our friends earnestly assail it; 
you amend it, and I doubt if any of you 
now know exactly what the mutilated bill 
is. The bill is brought to a vote and the 
majonity of the house votes it down. Then 
by a little effort by the leader on your 
side; by a little stirring around the edges 
and the lobbies, and by the promise if you 
will vote against this motion to lay the 
motion to reconsider on the table and will 
help us to reconsider the bill, we will re- 
commit it and the committee will fix it 
right. In that way you have got your party 
in the main together. 

“All that means just this: You confess 
before the whole country that in spite of 
all your professions of capacity, you are 
incompetent to transact the ordinary pub- 
lic business of the United States. You have 
not only shown it on this bill, but you 
have shown it on the bond bill which you 
passed. You have shown it on the tariff 
bill, which you passed some time ago, 
and though I am not a prophet nor the 
son of a prophet, I predict that there will 
hardly come a month or a week from now 
until the time this congress adjourns in 
which it will not be developed by your 
action that your majority is utterly incapa- 
ble of intelligently and properly transacting 
the business of the United States.” 

The speech was interrupted with round 
after round of democratic applause. 

Free Coinage Men Faltered. 

The silver democrats and some silver re- 
publicans acted without that judgment 
which should characterize a well led cause, 
in reporting a silver bill from the finance 
committee as a substitute for the tariff 
bil. The leaders in this movement in 
their enthusiasm for silver have been led 
into a trap. 3 

No good to the silver cause can come 
from it. It was the origina? intention of 
some of the silver senators to attach a 
free coinage bill to the tariff bill in order 
that ihe momentum of the tariff bill might 
Carry the silver bill with it through the 
republican house when it got back there.

The Voice of the Senate. 

The senate has already spoken for silver. 
It has passed a free coinage bill and that 
bill is now before the house. The house 
will discuss it and will defeat it, but in 
doing so every man will have to go on 
record. They will have to show their 
hands and go into the next campaign on 
their votes. 

A prominent democratic senator who has 
been a leader in the silver cause, said to 
me today that he regretted such action 
very much. “It does no good to the silver 
cause,’’ said he. “‘The senate has spoken 
and has made a record which will be a 
boom to the cause in the country, and 
will aid us mruch in adopting a free coinage 
platform in the convention. With the 
proper exertion and organization we can 
do this. Even the gold men.recognize that 
we are in the majority in the party and 
they can only win by the liberal use of 
money. Your Mr. Hoke Smith has ad- 
mitted in a newspaper interview that the 
silver people are in the majority in Geor- 
gia, and will maintain such unless he has 
time to go down there and change the 
sentiment. So it is in all the southern and 
western states. We can control the con- 
vention if we will. 

“But I don’t believe in making a monkey 
show of this fight in the senate. We have 
just passed a silver bill. Why pass anoth- 
er? Again I believe in fair fight. The 
house has passed a tariff bill; I opposed it, 
but it should be fairly discussed and voted 
upon in the senate.” 

How the Bill Passed. 

It was by democratic votes that the free 
coinage bill passed the senate last Satur- 
day. 

Including the pairs the senate on this 
vote stood 48 for fr e coinage to 41 against 
it. Of the 48 there were 24 democrats, 10 
republicans and 6 populists. 

Against free coinage there were 26 repub- 
licans and 15 democrats. 

This shows that a majority of the demo- 
crats of the senate are for binretallism, and 
a majority of republicans against it. 

But four democrats south of the Potomac 
fiver are against free coinage, namely: 
xordon, of Georgia; Martin, of Virginia; 
Mills, of Texas, and Caffery, of Louisiana. 

Mr, Tate’s Salary Bili. 

Mr. Tate, of Georgia, has introduced a 

very important bill placing all federal court 


iniquitous fee system. 

Mr. Tate’s bill provides that the attorney 
general shall fix the salaries of ull cistrict 
attorneys and marshals at not more than 
$5,000 annually nor less than $2,500. 

Commissioners shall be paid not less than 
$1,500 nor more than $2,500. They shall have 
jurisdiction to try and dispose of all mis- 
demeanor cases and are instructed where 
auefendants are sentenced to imprisonment 
to have them confined in the nearest jail. 

Clerks of district and circuit courts shall 
not receive more than $4,000, their salaries 
to be fixed by the attorney general. 

Deputy marshals shall be paid $1,000 and 
actual expenses, the number not to exceed 
the number the district judge shall certify 
as necessary to transact public business. 

The bill also provides that witnesses shall 
not receive more than $1.50 per day and ac- 
tual expenses to and from the court. 

Mr. Tate’s bill has gone to the judiciary 
committee. He will push it and thinks he 
will soon get a favorable report upon it. 

That Road to the Barracks. 

The bill appropriating $25,000 for the con- 
struction of a military road from Atlanta 
to McPherson barracks will probably be 
made a law at this session of congress. 

Its present status is good. All it needs is 
some force and energy behind it to put it 
through, and Colonel Livingston is usually 
equal to the application of these necessi- 
ties. It is his bill. He has just seen Mr. 
Hull, the chairman of the military commit- 
tee, before which the bill is pending, and 
has been granted a hearing whenever he 
desires it. Colonel Livingston is only wait- 
ing to get some facts from Atlanta and to 
get the recommendation of the war depart- 
ment. When Senator Proctor was secretary 
of war he recommended it. He told Colonel 
Livingston today the road should be built 
and offered to urge it in the senate. 
Colonel Livingston is now urging Secreta- 
ry Lamont to look into the matter and rec- 
ommend it. There is some opposition 
among subofficials'in the war department 
which has delayed matters, but now that it 
is before the secretary himself, who has 
been over the ground and realizes the ne- 
cessity of a good and proper road, he may 
recommend it. The impression has been 
spread among subofficials of the war de- 
partment that it is but a scheme on the 
part of real estate owners along the route 
to the barracks to use the government to 
enhance their property. But Mr. Lamont 
has seen for himself and Colonel J.iving- 
ston thinks he will indorse the bill ana 
urge congress to pass it. 

Bidding for the Prison. 

Though the bill making appropriation to 
buy a site for the southern federal prisc¢ 
has not yet been reported from the com- 
mittee the fighting that is going on to 
secure this prison is interesting. It looks 
like every town in the south wants it, 
though a prison is not an attractive holkd- 
ing or neighbor. 

Atlanta started the bids for it and At- 
lanta has done more toward providing 
for federal prisoners than any other city. 
The original bill was the result of the 
late Judge Stewart’s work. He was its 
author and he passed it when representing 
the Atlanta district. 

Since Atlanta has pushed it recently, 
through Colonel Livingston, other bids and 
contests for it have developed almost 
daily. Dalton is bidding strongly for it 
and Judge Maddox is working hard for 
Dalton. But now both Rome and Chicka- 
mauga have put in a claim for it. Both 
these are in Judge Maddox’s district, but 
he, having originally committed himself 
to Dalton, will continue to urge it as the 
available place. 

Asheville wants it. Nashville wants it, 
Chattanooga wants it, and, indeed, every 
town in the south wants it. 

The more the merrier. Colonel Living- 
ston thinks Atlanta will get it. It being 
the most available and central location, 
he thinks Secretary Smith and Mr. Har- 
mon must locate it there. He is urging 
Mr. Smith in favor of Atlanta. 

Colonel Livingston has not much in- 
fluence with the secretary of the interior. 
They are not the chums they used to be 
when Colonel Livingston defended him 
from attacks in the house, but the At- 
lanta congressman never fails to push 
and pull for Atlanta, and he will do both 
with Mr. Smith to get his vote to locate 
the prison at Atlanta. 

Wants More Harbor Depth. 

Colonel C. P. Goodyear, of Brunswick, is 
here urging additional appropriations for 
deepening Brunswick harbor. He has deep- 
ened the channel several feet by the use of

He may some day deal in stocks, notes 
and bonds—gold and otherwise—and direct 
the financial policy of some great institu- 
tion now undreamed of. Ben certainly has 
the necessary self-confidence and nerve, 
even if he has not shown any great intel- 
lectual preponderance. 

His a fix is not one of opportunity 
to borrow, loan, buy or sell money or papers 
of commercial value, bue he may some day 
be more fortunately situated and placed 
where he can display to the world his in- 
domitable will and energy in a financial 
way. He has the making of a great man in 
him and if given opportunity will demon- 
strate to the world that he is an apt stu- 
dent of finances. 

The inside of a dark, lonely cell at the 
police station is not the place for an ex- 
pert financier to display.his ability in deal- 
ing with money matters, and the fact that 
Ben happens to be in one of those cells at 
this time prevents him from bidding for 
the latest issue of gold bonds. Ben owes 
his incarceration to a deliberate and start- 
lingly bold attempt to perpetrate one of his 
financial transactions upon the Lowry 
bank. He sought to obtain the sum of 
$1,400, with which to start out in the com- 
mercial world to make a name for himself. 

Ben Sims is an ignorant West End truck 
garden laborer. To a casual observer he 
appears to have the ability mentally of do- 
ing nothing more distinguishable than to 
handle a hoe or drive a mule, yet Ben is 
charged with criginating and attempting to 
execute one of the boldest and smoothest 
frauds brought to light in financial and 
police circles in many months. He is said 
to have properly wrote, dated, signed, in- 
dorsed and completed two notes amounting 
in the aggregate face value to $1,400, and 
because he wanted to borrow that sum of 
money from the Lowry bank on them he is 
now locked up on a charge of forgery. 

Wanted To Borrow $1,400. 

During banking hours Tuesday Ben walk- 
ed into the bank and presented at one of 
the numerous windows at that institution 
two notes purporting to be signed by Jacob 
McKinley, the late well-known colored man 
who died last week, made payable to Hor- 
ace Bumstead. One of the notes was for 
$500 and the other for $900. Both were writ- 
ten in the same style and dated December 
28, 1885. They were short-time papers call- 
ing for 8 per cent interest annually. As 
he put the two papers through the opening 
Ben stated in the manner of a financier 
that he desired to borrow money on the 
notes. He stated that they had been in- 
dorsed by Bumstead to him and fthat find- 
ing himself in financial straits it was nec- 
essary to raise cash by offering the notes 
as security. 

The bank official who looked at the notes 
looked out at Ben and quickly sized him up. 
Peering through the grating he saw a 
round-faced, foolish looking negro, who did 
not appear to he worth in this world’s 
goods a sum exceeding $4, much less being 
the possessor of $1,400. Deciding to inves- 
tigate the matter the official told Ben to 
leave the notes and call around the next 
morning and renew the negotiations. for 
the money. Thinking that the bank de- 
sired time to raise the immense sum, the 
darky readily agreed to the proposition and 
congratulating himself on the prospect of 
jingling fourteen hundred hard dollars in- 
side of twenty-four hours he innocently 
took his departure from the bank. 

Came Back After the Money. 

True to his engagement, Ben reappeared 
at the bank promptly at the arpointed time 
early yesterday morning and with an air 
of confidence asked if the money was ready, 
He was told that the bank had been ma@- 
ing an investigation and that the notes 
were in the possession of the institution’s 
attorney, Mr. A. J. Orme, Jr., and that it 
would be necessary to see him before the 
money could be paid. With that Ben and 
an official tock an elevator to Mr. Orme’s 
office, on the second floor of the Equitable, 
where Special Officer Lester, of the Equita- 
ble, had been stationed. The negro was 
questioned and he insisted that the notes 
were his own. Not believing his story, 
Ben was quickly arrested and turned over 
to Officer Ponder, of the police force, who 
sent him to the station house. 

Did Bumstead Lose Them. 

Just how Ben got hold of the notes is a 
question yet unsolved. He says that he 
found them near the Mitchell street cross- 
ing wrapped in a paper. As stated, the 
notes are made payable to Horace Bum- 
stead. The officers gleaned from that fact 
that Ben’s name is Bumstead in addition 
to Sims and on the docket he is given the 
name of Bumstead as an allas. When 
searched at the station a coat containing 
in one of the pockets a note purporting to 
be signed by A. lL. Lambert and made pay- 
able to William Smith, for $600, dated Jan- 
vary 5, 1896, was found. 

The officers think that the negro stole 
the coat and they are holding it and the 
note for investigation. Attorney Ormeé said 
yésterday that he would send the notes to 
the wife of Jake McKinley and investigate 
the case. There is a Horace Bumstead in 
the city and it is possible that the notes be- 
long to him. He is at the head of the At- 
lanta university, the negro educational in- 
stitution west of the city. He could not be 
found yesterday. The notes may be gen- 
uine and got into Sims’s possession by being 
lost by the university man. The case is 
being investigated.

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY 


The Commissioner Is Both a Preacher 
and an Editor and Stands Well 
in Rome. 


Rome, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)—The 
sensation of the hour is the investigation 
of the affairs of the office of the county 
school commissioner, Mr. W. M. Bridges, 
and the unsatisfactory result. There have 
been about $1,000 paid out to teachers above 
what they were entitled to, and there are 
a number of other teachers who have not 
received all that was due them, the ag- 
gregate running up to $1,500. There has 
been much perplexity experi2nced in trying 
to straighten the matter out and no sat- 
isfactory solution of the difficulties has been 
reached. 

An Editor and Preacher. 

The presentments of the grand jury, in- 
cluding the report of the expert account- 
ant, Foster Harper, has caused a great 
deal of comment in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Bridges is a minister in the Baptist 
church, stands high in Masonry and has 
just issued the first copy of his new paper, 
The Cherokee Baptist. He has many warm 
personal friends among the best people of 
Rome, and they express the most abiding 
faith in his honesty and integrity. They 
do not believe that he intended any wrong, 
but that he will clear up the apparent en- 
tanglement in his accounts. 

The Expert’s Report. 

In his report on the affairs of the office 
of the county school commission, Mr. Har- 
per says among other things: 

“After examining at some length into the 
affairs of the school commissioner, I found 
it impossible in many instances to make his 
vouchers correspond with the amounts op- 
posite the teachers’ names on his books. 
The further I progressed the greater diffi- 
culty I experienced in harmonizing the 
vouchers with the commissioner’s books. 
Being much puzzled over the condition of 
affairs I sought relief of your honorable 
body and asked for a committee to assist 
me in going over this work that I might 
thereby be enabled to make you a more 
intelligent report.” 

Then he gives a lot of figures and adds: 

“This ought to be the balance on hand 
after paying off all the teachers for the 
first three quarters of 18965, 

“But the commissioner has issued cer- 
tificates to many of the teachers during 
those three quarters without knowing what 
amounts would, be due those ieachers from 
the country at the close of each quarter, 
and this seems to have caused the impos- 
sibility of making the vouchers balance 
With the books. In many instances I find 
that many teachers have been overpaid 


certain amounts and that other teachers 
are still due certain amounts. I am con- 
vinced that if the commissioner had made 
his books and vouchers balance at the 
close of each quarter as he should do, all 
this confusion would have been avoided. 

“For the last six months of is, I 
find in comparing vouchers’ with the 
amounts opposite the names of forty-four 
teachers, that they have been overpaid 
to the amount of $324.02. And vouchers of 
Sixty teachers for the three quarters of 
1895 that they have been overpaid to the 
amount of $253.36, making a total overpaid 
of $987.38. 

“On the other hand I find vouchers of 
seventy-three teachers for the last. six 
months of 1894, when compared with the 
commissioners’ books, that he is still due 
those teachers $1,334.36, for the three quar- 
ters of 1895 I find vouchers of twenty-four 
teachers, when compared with the #mmis- 
sioners books, whem the commissioners | 
still owe $154.42, making a total due teach- 
ers of $1,538.78. I find many vouchers, 
which I do not consider proper vouchers. 
Many have been issued which have rot 
been properly indorsed, some have no in- 
dorsement on them at all, while there are 
137 vouchers amounting to $2,018.36, w™ch 
have been issued apparently to various 
parties and indorsed by the commissioner 
himself. From a business point of view I 
do not think these vouchers would be con- 
sidered proper vouchers. 

[| regret very much, gentlemen of the 
grand jury, to be compelled to make this 
report to you in regard to the school com- 
missioner, from which it is impossible to 
arrive ata proper conclusion as_ to 
how the matters of the school 
missioner really stand. The commissioner 
claims to have overpaid certain teachers 
to the amount of $1,000 or $1,100, while I 
found vouchers showing that the county 
commissioner is due teachers the amount 
of $1,538.78. Whether this state of affairs 
really exists or not, it is difficult to de- 
termine,”’ 

The presentments contain this reference 
to the matter: 

‘We call the attention of the county 
board of education to the condition of the 
county school commissioner’s books, and 
the discrepancies between the books and 
vouchers. We think they are not in proper 
form and advise such changes as will make 
them intelligible.’’

More Sewer Bonds Will Be Issued by

Macon, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)—If 
the attorneys of Carr avail themselves of 
the suggestion thrown out in the decision 
of Judge Speer, rendered yesterday in the 
Nobles case, and published in today’s Con- 
stitution, they will carry his case jnto 
the federal courts.

SUICIDE OF COLONEL HENLEY. 


HE WAS FOUND DEAD IN BED 
YESTERDAY MORNING. . 


Prize Drill of the Clarke Rifles Will 
Occur on St. Valentine’s Evening. 
Other News from Athens. 


Athens, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel Albert P. Henley, a member of the 
Athens bar, was found dead in his bed 
this morning with a bullet hole through his 


head. 

The discovery was made by Steve Perry, 
a negro man who looked after Colonel 
Henley’s rooms in the Dupree building, on 
Broad street. He notified Coroner Weath- 
erly at once, who held an inquest, the 
verdict being that he came to his death 
by a pistol shot wound inflicted by him- 
self. The pistol was a 32-caliber. The ball 
entered the right temple and came out on 
the left side. 

Colonel Henley was seen yesterday af- 
ternoon about dark, and from the best in- 
formation obtainable, he must have sui- 
cided before midnight. 

Years ago Albert P. Henley came from 
Greene county to attend the law school 
of the University of Georgia, in which he 
took a high stand, graduating in the class 
of ’84. He entered the practice of his pro- 
fession here with bright prospects, and 
for a long while was cierk of the court of 
ordinary under Ordinary Asa M. Jackson. 

He then assoc.ated himself with Hon. 
H. C. Tuck in the practice of his profes- 
sion, and success seemed to be in his path- 
way. A few years later he married Miss 
Lula Crawford, a talented and cultured 
young lady of this city, and for awhile they 
lived happily together, 

Colonel Henley became exceedingly in- 
temperate, and a short while s:nce his wile 
and two little girls were forced to leave 
him on account of his over indulgence in 
whisky, 

He .went to his home in Greene county 
and remained there several weeks, but re- 
turned to Athens. He became melancholy, 
and gradually approached his river's end. 
Last night he ended his life with his own 
hand. 

Colonel Henley left a note to Hon. H. 
C. Tuck, who was once his law partner. 

The note was found on the bureau in a 
conspicuous place, as if it had been the in- 
tention of the deceased that it should not 
escape detection. On the back of the note 
Was written in pencil ‘*‘No inquest.” 

The note was dated, Monday, February 5, 
1896, and had evidently been written a full 
day before the tragic end of the deceased. 
It directed Colonel Tuck as to how his 
effects were to be distributed, and in it 
were words expressing the tenderest love 
for his wife and children. ‘‘God bless my 
cnildren,”’ wrote the desperate man just 
before he closed his last letter on earth.

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The Recognition of Cuba. 
The American people, and lovers of 


- yiberty in general, will feel a thrill of 


pleasure when they read the report made 
te the United States senate by its com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 

That report, without circumlocution. 
comes boldly to the point and ealls for 
the recognition of the belligerent rights 


of Cuba. The resolution reported will 


be approved by every citizen of the 
United States. It is as follows: 


Resolved by the senate, the house of rep- 
resentatives concurring, That in the opinion 
of congress a condition ‘of public warfare 
€xists between the government of Spain 
and the government proclaimed und for 
SoMe time mairtained by force of arms by 
the people of Cuba, and that the United 
States of America’ should maintain strict 
weutrality between the contending powers 
and accord to each all the rights of. bellig- 
erents in the pcrts and territory of the 
Uniiei States. 

This resolution responds to the manly 
and patriotic sentiments of the people 
of the United States. It is the action 
which should have been taken at first, 


but coming as it now does, it is strength- 


ened in purpose and in importance. It 


will be remembered that when the orig- 
inal resolution, merely requesting Spain 
to recognize a condition of war. was inp- 
troduced, it was contemptuously receiy- 
ed by the press of Madrid and that the 
conduct of the Spaniards in Havana to- 
ward) Americans became overbearing 
and insulting. A nation which could 
thus prove itself unresponsive to the 
friendly offices of another, which has 
nothing but brutality for an answer to 
the demands of civilization, should only 
be met with a bold front and command- 
ed to do what it refused to do when 
asked in a friendiy spirit. 

For one year the people of Cuba, with- 
out arms, without help from abroad, 
have maintained an unequal struggle 
against men, money and artillery. 
Starting in the extreme east. armed 
with their simple machetes, they have 
cut their way through Spanish cordons 
until they have reached and surround- 
ed Havana—a triumphant march of over 
600 miles, the enemy flyng before them 
wherever they appeared, the people wel- 
coming them as the heralds of freedom. 
The men of Gomez have demonstrated 
that they represent the will, the ambi- 
tions and the hopes of the people of 
Cuba, while on the other hand the fail- 
ure of Spain to arouse a single patriotic 
demonstration in her favor shows that 
she has lost all right to hold the island. 

The domination of one country by an- 
other must have some excuse to satisfy 
the civilized world. It must rest either 
upon the consent of the people or upon 
plain evidence that such government is 
for the best interests of the people and 
of civilization. By whateyer standard 
judged, Spain has failed in all require- 
ments in its government of Cuba. Her 
reign has been one of blood. Her extor- 
tiems through levy and taxation have 
been without parallel. Her failure to

The action of the senate should be 
followed and indorsed by the house of 
representatives, as it is certainly indors- 
ed by the people of the country. Let 
notice be served upon Spain, and be 
backed up, if necessary, by our fleets, 
and the most effective blow ever dealt 
in behalf of the Monroe doctrine will 
be recognized in the expulsion of Span- 
ish authority from the island of Cuba.

But One Convention. 

The real objection to one convention is 
kept as much under cover as possible. 
The opponents of the effort to bring out 
a full vote do not want to hear fram the 
people. They think, and think rightly, 


that if there is only one convention the 


people will take a keen interest in the 
outcome and select delegates who are 
known to represent their views. 

Now, while there are some who are 
anxious to muzzle the people and be- 
lieve that they can succeed if the inter- 
est of the voters can be divided between 
two conventions, The Constitution, rep- 
resenting democratic public opinion, is 
anxious to see the people take an 
abounding interest in the issues of the 
hour. The policy of one convention was 
suggested by the action of other states 
around us where the democrats, in order 
to consolidate the strength of the party 
and to promote harmony and unity, will 
hold only one convention. 

It must be obvious to all who take any 
interest in the matter that there can 
be no harmony in the democratic party 
of the state if the voters are dissatisfied 
with the results. It is equally obvious 
that if there is a lack of harmony this 
year there can be little hope of party 
success. The campaign is to be a cru- 
cial one. Under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the campaign is sure to test 
the strength of the party and the ac- 
tivity of the party leaders to the ut- 
most. 

And yet, with all the facts well known 
to them, there are men who, in order to 
promote their personal aims, are not 
only willing but anxious to sacrifice the 
party in the state on the reeking altar 
of gold contraction. 

Now, old, genuine democrats are per- 
fectly willing to abide the decision of 
the people—the democratic voters of the 
State. We want no snap convention, 
but one that shall be advertised from 
one end of the state to the other, allow- 
ing voters ample time to arrange for and 
attend the primary meetings and con- 
ventions. Only the people can restore 
harmony to the party and adjust the 
differences that exist. 

The men who will bear the chief bur- 
den of the campaign are Governor At- 
kinson and the statehouse ‘officers who 
are to be elected this fall. 

They know that two conventions and 
two preliminary contests in every coun- 
ty of the state will accentuate existing 
differences and will cost the state ticket 
not less than 25,000 votes this fall. 
Governor Atkinson, and his associates 
on the state ticket, are not only politi- 
cally but personally interested in the 
result, and The Constitution, in demon- 
Strating the sincerity of its position in 
favor of one convention, has said time 
and again that if these men, or those 
who are candidates for nomination for 
positions on the state ticket, favor two 
conventions, we shall have no more to 
Say in advocacy of one—for the reason 
that we should be unwilling to assume 
a résponsibility which must be measured 
by the result this fall. Certain influ- 
ences in the state, however, would be per- 
fectly willing to see the state democratic 
ticket defeated this fall, if they could 
carry our their selfish purposes. It is 
from them that the opposition to one 
convention comes, and their motives are, 
of course, understood. They do not 
stop to consider the vital interests of 
the party or the personal interests of 
those who have most at stake in the 
result, but go wildly beating about and 
throwing sand,in the eyes of the people 
while endeavoring to convince them that 
the efforts to get out a full vote in the 
interest of the party involves some kind 
of a scheme. Y 

There will be but one convention this 
year, and the plan, which has been adopt- 
ed by the other states around us, will 
be perfectly satisfactory not only to the 
people of Georgia, but especially to those 
who are to be nominated by the demo- 
crats this summer. In an interview 
Governor Atkinson has already 
nounced that whatever the committee 
does will meet his approval, and if we 
did not know that the proposition to 
hold but one convention did not meet 
the disapproval of the man who is to 
lead the democratic forces this wear, 
we would not be so positive in our con- 
viction that one convention will an- 
swer every purpose and that two would 
be a political blunder, amounting almost 
to a party calamity. 


National Imbecility. 

The Daily Financial News, of New 
York, has an article on the attitude of 
Great Britain toward silver; showing 
that the reason why that country fights 
silver is because when that metal in- 
creases in value her profits go down. 

The News, which is published in Wall 
street, is sound on the doctrine of bi- 
metallism. The other day it compared 
the exports and imports of the United 
States with those of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain, taking the figures from 
the official reports of both countries. 
Our Wall street contemporary is of the 
opinion that the figures are startling 
enough to warrant the conclusion “that 
there is something radically wrong with 
our financial system.” 

This must be the conclusion of any 
sane person who will examine the fig- 
ures. Indeed, an examination is not 
“necessary. Ali that is needful is to 
State the broad facts that are demon- 


| Strated. The report shows that, while 


island to the other proves the demand | 


an- 


ly in excess of the amount they buy 
abroad, they are constantly being de- 
pleted of immense sums of gold and 
silver. On the other hand, while Great 
Britain buys on an average annually 
nearly a billion gollars more than 
she sells, she is constantly. drawing to 
her coffers a large share of the avail- 
able gold of the world. 

In other words, while the people of 
the United States sell a great deal more 
abroad than they buy, they are still com- 
pelled to send to Europe a great deal of 
gold and silver. What is the trouble? 
It is simply this, that British influence, 
exerted through the influence of the 
money power, has dictated the degrada- 
tion of silver as money in the United 
States, and this fact has compelled the 
spirit of enterprise in this country to 
go abroad to borrow what is called “cap- 
ital.” | 

Until the degradation of silver, both 
silver and gold were money, consequent- 
ly both were “capital.” But, with silver 
demonetized, money lenders regard only 
gold as capital. Consequently when cap- 
ital is needed in this country to promote 
any needed enterprise, gold must be 
borrowed, and in order to borrow gold it 
is necessary to go to England. 

On the other hand, England imports 
our degraded silver and employs it as 
capital in India and + the east—not 
only employs it as capital, but uses it to 
cut down the prices of the two great 
American commodities—cotton and 
wheat. 

Reflecting over these things, the ques- 
tion arises: Are we a nation of imbeciles? 
It is a question that we respectfully re- 
fer to the school debating societies.

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They Should Set the Example. 

If example is better than precept, the 
gold standard organs claiming to be 
democratic would do well to mend their 
ways. 

There is hardly one of them which 
does not at times grow lugubrious be- 
cause the silver democrats stand in the 
way of the president’s purposes. The 
cry is made that the hands of the demo- 
cratic president should not be tied by 
the action even of the majority of the 
accredited representatives of his own 
party. 3 

It is a little singular that these very 
people, who are thus crying for har- 
mony, with the president on top, do not 
set the example which they urge upon 
others. Why, for instance, should a 
few goldbug democrats, contemptible for 
their paucity of numbers, tie the hands 
of the democratic caucus in Kentucky 
and thus prevent the election of a demo- 
cratic senator from that state? If it be 
true that the democratic ajority in 
congress Should forswear its convictions, 
should not the goldbug minority in the 
democratic councils of Kentucky bend 
to the demands of the overwhelming 
majority of the democrats of that state? 
There can be no doubt of the fact that 
more than 120,000 of the 160,000 demo- 
erats who voted for legislators in Ken- 
tucky intended by that vote that Joe 
Blackburn should be the United States 
senator. Yet in the face of this over- 
whelming expression of opinion a small 
aggregation of thimble-riggers, office 
holders and other democrats, for self 
only, have. proceeded to stand in the 
way of party success and prepare to 
hari-kiri the democracy rather than let 
the great majority rule. 

Suppose that Joe Blackburn is a silver 
man, as Mr. Cleveland is a.gold man, is 
not Mr. Blackburn’s democracy unassail- 
able in every other respeet? Is he not 
true to every principle which makes de- 
mocracy and upon which the party has 
gone into contests in the past? Not- 
withstanding all this he is being knifed 
by men who are calling for harmony 
while they play the part of Joab in pol- 
itics. 
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Judge Griggs on Bimetallism. 

The Constitution printed the other day 
some extracts from ..the address of 
Judge J. M. Griggs, to the dem- 
ocrats of the second congressional 
district, announcing his candidacy. 
Judge Griggs is a good democrat, a 
strong man intellectually, and is very 
popular with the people who know his 
character and ability. 

We refer to his address again for the 
purpose of calling attention to his dec- 
laration on the money question, which 
is the paramount issue before the peo- 
ple and will continue to be until it is per- 
manently settled. Judge Griggs says he 
is in favor of placing silver at our mints 
on an exact equality with gold, the only 
difference between the two metals to be 
expressed by the ratio. At the same 
time, he says he is for sound money and 
believes thoroughly in maintaining the 
equal power of every dollar at all times 
in the markets and in the payment of 
debts. He says: 

I am firmly convinced that this much- 
desired end can be finally and permanently 
secured only by the full and complete re- 
moretization of silver independently of any 
other nation, and at the present legal 
ratio. With the free coinage of silver, the 
50-cent dollar, the bugbear of so many 
good pople, will be superseded by the 
100-eent dollar which did duty tor eighty- 
one years of our history before 1873, and 
which, at the time of its demonetization,) 
was worth 3 cents more than the hullioa 
in a gold dollar. 

This is the position of Senator Bacon, 
who made it the basis and groundwork 
of his recent speech in the senate—a 
speech that is as remarkable for its style 
and manner as it is for the irresistible 
force of its logic. Judge Griggs’s posi- 
tion is that of every bimetallist. The 
whole purpose of the restoration of sil- 
ver to the open mints on a legal equality 
with gold is to substitute a sound dollar 
for a dollar that is essentially unsound; 
to destroy the premium that now exists 
on the gold dollar—a premium that is 
seen in the low prices of commodities, 
and in the actual sales of gold/in Wall 
street, and to restore the parity that 
ought to exist between the dollar and 
the products of the people’s labor. 

Today the gold dollar is so unsound 
that it commands an actual premium in 
the markets. That which the gold con- 
tractionists contend for under the name 
ef “parity” no longer exists, consequent- 
iy we no longer have the agents of the 
money power declaring that “parity” is 
both the substance and essence of the 
money question. They had a good deal 
to say about it awhile ago, and the ad- 
ministration has claimed that its finan- 
cial policy is based on a firm purpase to 
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| the United States sell merchandise large- | 


| ‘The truth is, the poticy of the admin- 
istration has resulted in breaking down 


metals. Gold is at an actual premium 
in the markets, which is only another 
way of saying that all other forms of 
currency except gold and the notes that 
the administration has arbitrarily made 
redeemable in gold are at a discount. 
A premium of nearly 1 per cent is de- 
manded for gold unless the currency 
to be given for it is in the shape of 
greenbacks. Thus silver and Silver cer- 
tificates are at an actual discount, and 
this condition of things—this absolute 
disappearance of “parity’—is wholly 
due to the policy which has prevailed at 
Washington. The treasury discredits 
silver, and silver is at a discount in the 
financial centers, 

We never hear the agents of the 
money power, or the contractionists who 
have been hoodooed by the gold fetish, 
discussing this disappearance of “‘par- 
ity.” They make no mention of the fact 
that there is an actual premium on gold. 
They never refer to the fact that the 
banks refuse to pay out gold to their 
customers except in return for green- 
backs. They make no allusion to the 
fact that the associated banks of ™ w 
York refuse to receive silver certificates 
in settlement of clearing house balances. 
They suppress the fact that the New 
York banks even refuse to receive silver 
certificates from depositors, except on 
storage. 

All these things the gold contraction- 
ists are careful to keep concealed from 
the people. They no longer prate about 
“parity,” for they know that the policy 
which they have applauded and indors- 
ed has destroyed that, but meither do 
they tell the people the truth. 

Bimetallism means the restoration of 
the parity between money and the value 
of the products of the people’s labor— 
the restoration of prices—the restoration 
of business and industrial.activity—the 
restoration of prosperity. 

Home Rule for the District. 

The defeat of the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill in the house of repre- 
Sentatives, yesterday, brings before the 
people a question which has been too 
long ignored. 

Taking no notice of several unfortun- 
ate incidents connected with the discus- 
sion of the bill in committee of the 
whole, the fact remains that the bill in 
| itself is and always has been loaded 
down with schemes by which the peo- 
ple’s money is thrown away. The 
District of Columbia has no government. 
I‘rom being the site of the national capi- 
tol it has grown into a large and pros- 
perous community with an immense city 
in its midst, with great business enter- 
prises, and property interests which re- 
quire the care of a scrutinizing govern- 
ment. Notwithstanding these changes 
of conditions, the District is being run 
by congress as though it were a vacant 
oasis in a swamp, and as though the 
people living therein had no rights. The 
consequence is that the annual appro- 
priation bill, passed by congress for the 
purpose of carrying on the affairs of the 
District, has always been the vehicle 
for schemes by which money was frit- 
‘tered away, and for the spending of 
which the people at interest had no 
responsibility. . Out of this condition of 
things grew the scandals of the Shep- 
pard rings, and others might be named. 

It is time that a change should be 
made in the government of the District 
of Columbia. The people of the District 
should have the right of governing 
themselves, and with home rule there 
would be a lessening of the Scandals 
which are annually made public in the 
District. The members of congress do 
not live there. They have no knowledge, 
if they had the time, upon which to 
make an intelligent appropriation for the 
government of the District, and the 
present method is un-American, unrepre- 
sentative and fails in all true objects 
of government. While it is proper that 
the District should have no voice in 
congress, and should be Kept as a nen- 
tral ground between the States, there is 
no reason why municipal and local af- 
fairs should not be committed to proper 
local tribunals. 

The senator or representative who will 
take the lead in moving for this change 
will deserve well of the country.

Inscription Upon Poor Yorick’s Skull 
That Embarrassed Him.

Among the treasures with which I deco- 
rate my rooms when I am long enough in 
one place to make decoration worth while 
is a skull. When Edwin Booth was play- 
ing “Hamlet” during his last engagement 
in Boston I took this skull to Owen Faw- 
cett, who was playing the grave-digger, 
and asked him to use it in the graveyard 
seene for Yorick’s skull. I also asked him 
to try to get Mr. Booth to write his auto- 
graph on the skull after using it in the 
play. Some time before this I had written 
on the forehead of the skull, in very biack 
ink, Hamlet’s dying words, “‘The rest is 
silence.” “Hamlet” was played Wednes- 
day night, the last week of the engage- 
ment, and also at the Saturday matinee. 
After the performance Wednesday night I 
went to see Fawcett and inquire about 
my skull’s ‘first performance.” 

Fawcett met me with a smile and said: 
*“T used the skull, but I am afraid you 
won't get Mr. Booth’s autograph on it.’’ 

TI asked him why not, and he told me that 
when he handed the skull up out of the 
grave to Mr. Booth the calcium light 
strongly illuminated the words I had writ- 
ten on Yorick’s forehead. The result was 
unfortunate. Mr. Booth, before beginning 
the ‘‘Alas, poor Yorick!’’ speech, started 
to speak, and “got the speech all twisted,” 
almost “sticking dead.’’ His last line in 
Hamlet thus appearing so far ahead of its 
cue had upset him. He was justly offended, 
until he was told it had not been planned 
as a practical joke. I asked Fawcett to 
use the skull again at the Saturday mati- 
nee, and to try to get the autograph. He 
did so, and Mr. Booth showed his ever 
kindly nature by writing his name, clear 
and bold, on the forehead of the skull, 
immediately above the offending lines, “‘The 
rest is silence.” 
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A Theosophical Problem.

Discussion excited by the recent publi- 
cation of an autobiography of Mme. Ann 
Odelia Diss Debar, sometimes called the 
“spook artist’ or “spook priestess,” has 
drawn from what appears to be an au- 
thoritative source a statement as to the 
reincarnation of the late Mme. Blavatsky, 
head of the Theosophical Society. Mme. 
Diss Debar asserts that Mme. Blavatsky 
was reincarnated in herself. We quote 
the following from the published story: 

“In England a mighty soul was pass- 
ing from its earthly karma. Desirous of 
still continuing the work of progression 
on this planet, I was honored in being 
chosen the instrument for the subtle feat 
of another reincarnation, and in May, 1891, 
I became a dual organism through the re- 
ception of the ‘anima’ or spirit of Mme. 
Blavatsky. That this phase was of ac- 
tual occurrence no one conversant with 
the subtle forces inherent in every adept, 
or those who understand the most primi- 
tive laws of the occult, can deny. I could 
here enter wpon a learned dissertation, 
but beyond the fact that I am thus en- 
dowed with additional omniscience the 
scope of this history will not admit of fur- 
ther metaphysical relation. But that it 
did transpire through the synthesis of oc- 
cult attributes and odic combinations of 
atomic matter is an unalterable fact.”’ 

Certain theosophists of high degree are 
disposed to resist this claim that Mime. 
Diss Debar now carries about with her 
the reincarnated “astral essence” of the 
late Mme. Blavatsky. For example, we 
find Mr. Claude Falls Wright, secretary 
of the American Theosophical Society, 
who was for three years Mme. Blavatsky’s 
private secretary, making the following 
interesting disclosures in an interview 
published by one of our contemporaries: 

“TIT was one of three persons at the 
deathbed of Mme. Blavatsky, and she 
told me that she would never be reincar- 
nated as a woman. When she came back 
to this world it would be as a man. I have 
good reason to know that she is not rein- 
carnated at all at present. Nor do I be- 
lieve that she would be likely to come 
back for some time, because she has gnit 
to have rest after her hard work in the 
last life.”’ 

It seemed to us quite reasonable that 
Mme. Blavatsky should choose to be re- 
incarnated in the person of that other 
distinguished adept, Mme. Diss Debar, but 
Mr. Wright's repert indicates that Mme. 
Diss Debar has been deccived. We are 
inclined to think, however, that . Mr. 
Wright himself is not fully informed as 
to the reappearance of the venerated head 
of the society in Luman form. We do rot 
question the accuracy of his report as to 
Mme. Blavatsky’s determination that she 
would return in the form of a man, but 
this report itself tends to confirm a sus- 
picion which we have for some time en- 
tertained that she really has been rein- 
carnated in the person of William Q.

Commissioner Adair Replies. 

When Mr. Stockdell had finished Com- 
missioner Forrest Adair arose and said: 

“T think that it is nothing but fair that 
I should state that the county -commis- 
sioners of Fulton county have been jumped 
on and abused for the past ten or twelve 
years because they would not build a new 
jail and every effort that they have made 
in that direction has been blocked. Two 
or three times they have asked the people 
to allow them to issue bonds in order to 
build a jail and as many times did the 
people refuse. Several times they an- 
nounced their intention of levying a direct 
tax forthe purpose and such a course 
each time met with vigorous kicks from 
some quarters, therefore there has never 
been a time up to the present moment 
when the county commissioners could 
possibly build a new jail. 

“Early last summer,’’ said Mr. Adair, 
“this present board decided that, at all 
‘hazards, they would build a new jail. It 
was recognized as being inhuman in the 
extreme to confine men in the miserable 
place now used as a county prison and, 
after reaching this decision, we levied a 
direct tax upon the people for the pur- 
pose of raising the necessary funds and a 
large portion of that money is now in 
the hands of the treasurer. 


Thinks the Location Good. 


“The next important step to take,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Adair, ‘‘was to select and de- 
termine upon a proper location. Many 
sites, including the present site on Fraser 
street, were considered by the committee 
and, after mature deliberation, the com- 
missioners unanimously reached the con- 
clusion that the rear part of the lot ad- 
joining the present courthouse was de- 
cidedly the best location for it and in Sep- 
tember we took an option from Mr. Joseph 
Gatins on the lot between the Heinz lot 
and the Surgical institute property. 

“While this option was in force the com- 
missioners tried to get at the sentiment 
of the people in regard to the location and 
it was published in all of the newspapers 
in the city that we intended to build a 
jail on*the rear of the Heinz lot and the 
lot upon which we had an option from 
Mr. Gatins. The question of the location 
was also brought to the attention of the 
grand jury and they expressed themselves 
as being in fayor of the proposed location 
and a number of parties owning 
property near the site stated that 
they had no objection to the 
location and I now think that it is very 
late in the day for residents on Frycr 
street to interpese their objection.” 

“J never heard anything at ail of this 
before last week,” intergjipted Mr. Stock- 
dell. 

The Commissioners Own Property. 

“Well, all that I can say,’’ replied Mr. 
Adair, “is that you are not accustomed 
to reading the daily newspapers and that 
you have not been watching the course of 


| 


the public events in this branch of its gov- 
ernment as actively as you have in some 
others, The commissioners have acted in 
perfect good faith, have concealed noth- 
ing from the public, have consulted many 
of those who are most interested and have 
shown no desire to take snap judgment 
on any one. 

“To show that we are conscientious in 
our views and that the jail is not an ovjcc- 
tion to the property, I would state that 
every member of the board is interested in 
Pryor street. Mr. Joseph Thompson is 
lessee of the Kimball house, which is lo- 
cated on Pryor’ street; Mr. Walter Crown 
lives on Pryor street; Mr. Jack Spalding 
owns property on Pryor street directiy op- 
posite the proposed site and, while I do 
not own any property on that street, my 
father does, and then Mr. Rosser, our 
county attorney, owns fronting on Hunter 
Street, adjcining the jail site. Further- 
more, it is contemplated to build the addi- 
tion to the courthouse on the Pryor street 
front, covering the entire width of the lot 
with a handsome structure, wiich will be a 
credit to the street, and the jail will be 
put in the rear of this buiidirg and almost 
in the very center of the block. 


Nobody Wants the Jail. 

“IT expect that it would be absolutely im- 
pcssible to locate a jail anywhere on the 
green, earth where no objection would be 
made and I have no desire to inflict any- 
thing objectionable upon any community, 
but [ do think in all sincerity that the 
commissioners should be allowed to pro- 
ceed with their plans without being harass- 
ed and annoyed by objections. 

“AS a matter of courtesy to Mr. Stock- 
dell and those represented by him I have 
no objection to appointing a time when we 
can meet them and hear them upon the 
Subject and I believe that when the mat- 
ter is fully understood the objections 
will be withdrawn. It is my honest opinion 
that Pryor street has been damaged more 
in the past week by the unnecessary objec- 
tions that have been raised than it would 
be by the location of several buildings such 
as we propose to erect.”’ 


Where Can the Jail Be Built? 

“Mr. Stgckdell,’’ queried Mr. Brown, 
“probably you have an acceptable site to 
suggest. If you don’t want the jail On 
Pryor street, where can we build it?’’ 

“ll am like the gentleman who appeared 
before the board of health and objected to 
the location of the crematory. He said 
that the crematory could be placed any- 
where, just so it was not located in his 
community,” replied Mr. StockdellL 
“Can’t you get a detective to find a loca- 
tion?” laughingly asked Mr. Brown, which 
caused all in the room to laugh. 

‘The detective department has been abol- 
ished,” said Mr. Spalding. 

Attorney Rosser then stated that Dr. W. 
A. Candler had just returned from bhir- 
mingham, where he had held a protracted 
meeting. “He told me,’”’ said Mr. Rosser, 
“that the jail is located adjoining the 
Presbyterian church, but he did not dis- 
ecver the fact until just before he left, 
when some one called his attention to the 
proximity of the buildings.”’ 

Mr. Stockdell said there was a difference 
between Birmingham and Atlanta. 

A Conference for Friday. 

Mr. Spalding then stated that he was 
honest in his opinion as to the location of 
the jail, but if the selection made had 
met with displeasure he was perfectly 
willing to give the citizens of Pryor street 
all the opportunity to discuss the matter 
which they might desire. 

Mr. Stockdell did not think the citizens 
could get together and frame their petition 
before l*riday. This date was accepted 
by the commissioners and the conference 
was called for I*riday morning at 10 vo’ clock. 
Mr. Stockdell said his committee or at- 
torney would be on hand at that time 
and he hoped a settlement would be 
reached. 


TO PROBE THE SYSTEM. 


ATTORNEYS TO INVESTIGATE 
CONVICT LESSEES MONDAY. 


Judge Adamson Here Conferring with 
Hon. N. J. Hammond as to the 
Conduct of the Case. 


The attorneys for the gaate in the invcs- 
tigation of the charges against the convict 
lease system before Gvevernor Atkinson 
next Monday are preparing to try their 
case against the lessees in that court, 

Judge W. C. Adamson arrived in ince 
city yesterday from Maralson county, 
where he has been engaged in the supe- 
rior court of that county, and he wiil re- 
main in Atlanta all this week arranging 
with Hon. N. J. Hammond and Attorney 
General Terrell to present the charges 
avainst the lessees. Every witness who 
knows anything in the matter will be 
summoned by the attorneys and they will 
try and substantiate the charges prought 
by the legislative reports, which reports 
were the start of the investigation. 

The attorneys decline to state whether 
or not any of the convicts themselves will 
be brought into the investigation. All the 
lessees will Le summoned. 

The investigation will be held openly 
and any one may hear the proceedings. 
As stated befcre, the governor will act as 
judge and will decide from the evidence 
introduced whether or not the charges are 
sustained either in part or in fuil 

Among those who will be summoné€d are 
Chairman Reagan, of the house peniten- 
tiary committee, and Chairman Sanford, 
of the senate penitentiary committee. Also 
it is probable that all the memberz of 
each committee will be summoned. 

One other investigation of the kind has 
been held by a governor. It was held about 
ten years ago. The investigation is likely 
to prove very interesting and tne senate 
chamber, where it is to be held, will duubt- 
less be full of attorneys and other people 
to bear the charges and the defense made 
by the lessees.

[MR. TORBETT GOES IN 


The Commissioner Named as Secretary | 
of the Board for a Month. 


ELECTION OCCURS IN MARCH 


At Which Time a Full Board Will Be 
Present. 


COLONEL WOODWARO’S LIVELY REPORT 


Says the Water Department Books 
Have Been Conducted Entirely 
Without System. 


Mr. Matt B. Torbett is now secretary to 


the water board. 
For many years Mr. Torbett has been 


a member of the board of water commuis- 


sions. 

But today he is both a member of the 
board and secretary to the waterworks sys- 
tem of Atlanta, and from both positions he 
draws a salary. 

He was elected secretary at the meeting 
of the board yesterday afternoon. 

Can he retain both places? Will he not 
have to give up his chair in the board or 
wipe his pen and rack it in the desk at 
which the secretary to the department 
works? ; 

Some time ago, about the time Colonel 
Park Woodward was elected superintendent 
of the system, the water board decided 
not to elect a secretary until the first mect- 
ing in March, when the position should be 
filled for one year, after the board had 
fixed the salary. But before Colonel Wocd- 
ward had been in the superintendent’s of- 
fice a week it seems that he found.a sys- 
tem so antiquated and tnefficient that 
it was impossible to follow it by any 
one who had not brought it into use. 

He at once opened a full set of books, 
in which he charged the city with the 
amount of money appropriated to the wa- 
terworks department for the year and then 
opened account for each department of the 
system. ‘To do the work the duties of the 
superintendent were so Materially increas- 
ed that it was impossible for hiin to per- 
form the labors attached to both. Know- 
ing Mr. Torbett’s ability as a bookkeeper, 
Colonel Woodward secured him to op:2n the 
books and within two days after the new 
system one of Colonel Woodward's many 
improvements in Atlanta offices had been 
adopted the men who had been working in 
the department for years under the old 
system took kindly to the new one. 

It was much easier than the old system, 
even to those wno had been following that 
old one for years and had never cowe in 
contact with the new one, 

In his report to the water board yest3r- 
day Colonel Wcodward ealied attention to 
the condition of affairs in the ollice and 
requested authority to employ some one 
temporarily to-do the work, some one who 
could be relied upon until the water board 
should elect a secretary in March. Colv- 
nel Woodward, in making his report, stat- 
ed positively that he wished to be under- 
stood as not criticising any of his prede- 
cessors. . 

No System in the Past. 


“As the board is without a secretary, so 
far as the clerical and office duties of that 
Official is concerned, it was necessary for 
me to report matters that properly belong 
to that department. In doing so 1 desire 
to call the attention of the board to what 
I consider a matter of- vital importa.ce, 
and one touching the welfare of the wa- 
terworks system as well as the interest of 
the city, and that is the selection of a 
man for secretary, Who is a competent 
bookKeeper. It is net my intention to 
refiect on the former management of the 
office, nor do I desire to be considered 
presumptuous fn stating to the board that 
the office has never had any system of 
accounts whatever. There have been er- 
rors made in the settlement of accounts 
and in the useless purchase of materia! 
which never could have happened if there 
had been a proper system in force in the 
office. The waterworks departinent of 
Atlanta expend annually Many thousands 
of dollars, and is absolutely independent 
in the expenditure of the appropriation 
made by the council without any check 
whatever upon it. So much the more rea- 
son that a prcper system of accounts 
should be in force and a competent and 
reliable man in charge of the books. 
Through the kind assistance of Commis- 
sioner Torbett, I have been enabled to 
open a set of books and have adopted a 
system of accounts that I think will put 
things in good shape from January l, 
13%5.”’ 

Neither Judge Hillyer, president of the 
board, Mr. Winship, vice president, Mr. 
Culberson, of the seventh ward, nor Mayor 
King was present, but the members of the 
board in attendance saw the necessity of 
giving Colonel Woodward the help he 
wanted. 

“I move,” said Mr. Johnson, ‘“‘that we 
elect a secretary to the department at 
once.”’ 

“T don’t think,’’ said Mr. Howell, ‘‘that 
we should do that, in view of the absence 
of the four members and the agreement we 
made. When they were all here we agreed 
that we would not elect a secretary until 
the first meeting in March, and for one I 
think we should stand by that as long as 
some of the members who were parties to 
that compact are absent.” 

The other members agreed with Mr. How- 
ell. It was then agreed to elect a secre- 
tary to act until the next meeting, when 
a secretary will be elected for the year. 

Mr. Matt Torbett was elected and during 
the evening the books of the department 
were turned over to him. 

No salary, however, was fixed for the 
secretary and none will be fixed until be- 
fore the election of Mr. Torbett’s succes- 
sor.

The sale took place in 
front of the county courthouse and was 
conducted by William R. Leaken, of Sa- 
vannah, who was appointed master com- 
missioner. He sold a large block of the 
Central’s property at Savannah a day or 
two ago and will sell more at Macon today, 
and some at Eufaula on Friday.

The Advance in Stocks and Grain 
Caused a Better Feeling in Cot- 
ton—The Advance Slight.

New York, February 5.—Business at the 
stock exchange was virtually crowded into 
the last hour of trading, and during this 
time commission houses had no reason to 
complain of a lack of orders. Early in 
the day brokers and operators were wait- 
ing to hear from Washington in the mat- 
ter of the bond issue. The success of the 
loan was generally admitted weeks ago, 
but the amount of the bids, nearly $600,000,- 
000, simply astonished the street. The 
prices, too, were a great decal better than 
expected, the average being above 110. The 
eyndicate bid, it will be remembered, was 
under 19%. The magnitud: of the bids and 
the prices tendered led to a gencral buying 
of the market, and prices moved up any- 
where from %@2%. Sugar was a feature 
and fell from 108% to 107%, then rose to 
199%. The earty decline was the result 
of the passage of the sugar bounty Dill 
by the German bundesrath. The shorts, 
in the last hour, were the most conspicuous 
buyers. Leather preferred moved up from 
64% to 673, on reports from Boston that the 
money for the February dividend was in 
the bank. The western stocks, such as St. 
Paul, Rock Island and Burlington and 
Quincy, were in better demand on the 
splendid showing of earnings recently pub- 
lished. Speculatton closed strong with an 
advancing tendency. The total sales were 
289,798 shares, including 419,000 St. Paul, 45,000 
Sugar, 15,600 Rock Island, 13,40 Missouri 
Pacific and 11,900 Reading.

Chicago, February 6.—The market nas 
been extremely active and nervous today 
snowing an advance early of 2c at one time 
over yesterday’s close, but later losing 
nearly the entire gain. News has favored 
holders, but the buying power seems to 
have exhausted itself early, or the market 
was unable to take the offerings, which 
appeared in large quantities about noon, 
notwithstanding the bullish condition sur- 
rounding it. The early liquidating was by 
holders who sold out yesterday, shorts 
and scalpers, influenced by reports that 
250,000 bushels cash wheat had been sold 
here yesterday; also on the steady cables.

There was a subsequent decline, however, 
to 67%c, but-a quick rise to 68%c on 
Bradstreet’s statement announcing a de- 
crease of 5,300,000 bushels in the world’s 
visible. Holders’ took advantage of this 
rise and sold freely, which, together with 
selling said to be for the account of Ar- 
mour caused a quick slump to 66%c. Nu- 
merous small stop orders were caught on 
the way down. San Francisco wired there 
was big demand for wheat to go to Aus- 
tralia.

An attempt was made to literally 
cut the boy to death and the would-be 
gurderer nearly succeeded, 

The victim of the attack shouted and 
gcreamed for help while a knife was being 
driven Into his face and neck, and it was 
onty the fear of being captured that caus- 
ed the would-be murderer to knock the boy 
down and run away, leaving the littie ne- 
gro more dead than alive. The boy says 
that it was a grown negro man who at- 
tacked him and he gave the police a de- 


gcription of the man. 

af the story told by the injured boy is 
true the assault was a dastardly and cow- 
ardiy one, and its perpetrator should be 
brought to justice. That view is shared by 
the oflicers working on the case, and every 


 @ffort is being made to identify and arrest 


the negro who used the knife. The boy is 
now lying at the Grady hospital with sever- 


ai dangerous wounds about the face and 


head. He will recover but it will not be the 
fauit of the man who attacked him, the 
little darky being slashed about the face 
and head in a manner indicating the most 
atrocious intent to murder. 

The boy says that he was assaulted be- 
cause he testified in court against one John 
Ivy, a notorious negro now serving a term 
in one of the chaingangs. Ivy was a de- 
fendant in a case of thievery and the little 
darky was one of the witnesses against 
bim. Ivy was convicted and shortly after- 


_ wards two of his sisters and another rela- 


tive made threats against the Brown boy, 
according to the story told by the hoy and 
his mother, Margaret Brown, of <3 Dover 
street. The threats were boldly mode, but 
the boy and his mother paid no attention 
to them at the time, thinking that the 
hegroes would no carry them out. 

Was @ Cowardly Assault. 

When George Brown, the injured victim 
of the assault, and another iittl negro 
were walking along the street together 
Tuesday night they were stopped by a bur- 
ly man, or woman dressed like a man, at 
the mouth of Darby’s alley. Both of the 
little negroes attempted to get away and 
the big negro grabbed the Brown bey and 
dragged him in the alley, the other boy es- 
caping and running away shouting for 
help. The street was deserted at the time 
and the boy could find no one to rescue his

The craze for Louis Seize coats has en- 
tered the field of evening dress. Many of 
the most charming frocks have bodices of

2uttons always used upon them. Often- 
times they are made sleeveless and square- 
necked, with deep lace falling over the bare 
arms.

10 BUILD A RANGE 


Atlanta Military Companies Will Perfect 
Themselves in the Use of Arms. 


WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCE 


The Range Will Be Located Near Lake- 
wood Park and Will Be the Best © 
in the South. 


The Atlanta military companies will soon 
have one of the best rifle ranges to be 
found in the south. Werk on the grounds 
will be begun in a few days and by the 


end of the present month it is probable 
that the range will be in perfect condition. 

The matter of establishing a rifle range 
has been considered fer several years, but 
it was only a few days ago that it was 
finally decided to build the range at once. 
An option was first secured on the proper- 
ty owned by Judze Poole, near Lake- 
wood park, and before the option had ex- 
pired a lease had been perfected and the 
tract of land will be in tife possession and 
control of the military organizations tor 
a term of nine years, After the expiration 
of that time the grounds wil! either be 
bovgeht outright or the lease will be ré- 
newed. 

Yesterday the matter of constructing the 
range was brought to the attention of the 
county commissiouers and the petition ask- 
ing that the grading and cutting down 
of the trees be done at the expense of 
the county, was referred to the committee 
on public works, with authority to act. 
It is Known that all of the commissioners 
favor the building of the range and it is 
almost certain that*the grading will be 
done by the county without any charge. 
Captain Donaldson will probably be in- 
structed to carry his gang of graders to 
the park and he wiil be able to complete 
the work in a few days. 

The rifle range is to be made the best in 
the south. For the present the range will 
be only 600 yards long, but in a short 
time the distance will be increased to 
1.90 yards. At the end of the range is a 
natural hill, in which the bullets that 
miss the targets will be buried. There are 
no houses or improvements that are in 
reacn of the bullets. Nature has done 
much for the location and with only a 
little work and a small expenditure the 
range can easily be made one of the best 
in the country. 

At the erd of the range and at the foot 
of the hill, will be dug deep pits, trom 
which the targets will be worked. There 
will be room for six targets, but only four 
will be put in at first. From the bottom of 
the pits signals will be shown above, g1v- 
ing a score of the shots, so that the spec- 
tators can easily read the score. The tar- 
gets will be of the latest kind and When 
a bullet strikes the target, the piece will 
fall and a new target will fall into position. 
As the target just struck falls, the man in 
the pit will see the mark of tne bullet, 
run up his signal in plain sight of the 
marksman and spectators and then paste 
a sticker over the bullet hole, and this 
same target will fall again into position 
when the next successful shot is fired. 

Dummies will also be used as targets 
and these will be the mark for the men 
who practice in the skirmish drill. There 
will be a group of three dummies, cne 
standing, one kneeling and the third lying 
flat upon the ground. The marksman will 
be given twenty rounds, will run forward, 
be halted and fire, reload and fire on com- 
mand. The shots that strike the horizontal 
figure will count as a bull's eye; the 
kneeling figure will be second in the score 
and the standing dummy will count «cs the 
second circle in the target. 

“We have long been needing a target 
range,”’ said Captain W. J. F.endrick yes- 
terday, “and we now have about made ar- 
rangements to establish one of the hest 
in the country. Savannah hxs a good 
range and her men always shout weil. Give 
us a good range and with the usual prac- 
tice we can get out a team that wl not 
have an equal in the state. This range is 
to be equipped in the best possible manner 
and there will be many men who Will take 
advantage of their opportunity to perfect 
themselves in the use of small arms.” 

Several important questions were tiken 
up at the officers’ meeting Tuesday nu.ght. 
Among those considered was that of the 
government building at the exposition 
grounds. It has been known for sonie time 
that the government would be ash*d to 
give the building to the Atlania milit’a as 
an armory. 

The citizens of Atlanta have siven this 
movement their strongest indorsement and 
they will aid the military organizations in 
every way possible. Many of the leading 
citizens have taken the matter up and will 
ask that the senators and congressmen 
from the state use their influence in secur- 


ing the building.

SCHOOL CHILDREN STAMPEDE. 


Exciting Scenes in a Primary School 
in Philadelphia. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 

The serenity of pupils and teachers of the 
L. H. Smith school, at Fifth street and 
Snyder avenue. received a severe shock 
early yesterday afternoon. In the twin- 
kling of an eye the school was thrown into 
the wildest excitement. Wild cries and 
piercing shrieks struck terror into the 
hearts of teachers and scholars and pre- 
cipitated in one of the classes a stampede 


which nearly demforalized the whole school, 
It was all on account of the sudden ap- 
parition of an alleged witch. 

The seeds of yesterday’s excitement were 
sown two weeks ago, when the school was 
visited by thieves and the cloakroom rob- 
bed of several small cloaks and a muff 
belonging to the younger children. Most of 
these children are at that interesting stage 
in mental development when the fairy tale 
is their daily food. Prosaic everyday ex- 
planation of things and phenomena have 
no weight with them. When, therefore, it 
became noised about that a mysterious 
looking old woman had been seen loitering 
around the schoolhouse, it soon became 
generally accepted by the children that the 
stolen articles had been carried off by a 
witch. So thoroughly possessed of the idea 
of witches had the minds of most of the 
children become that during the last week 
many of the teachers had to pass much of 
their time in trying to disabuse the chil- 
dren’s ntinds of such superstitious notions. 

Yesterday afternoon about 2:30 o’clock 
matters reached a climax. The school, 
noted for its quietness, was made even un- 
usually so in consequence of examinations, 
by the absence of many of the upper 
classes. On the second floor, where three 
classes of first and second grade children 
were busily engaged at work, things were 
particularly serene. But one little rosy- 
cheeked girl happened to take her eyes 
from her book and look out into the hall- 
way toward the cloakroom. In that in- 
stant her rosy cheeks faded into a pale 
white, for a second she was spellbound, 
and then, with a wild shriek, she sprang 
to her feet, and wildly waving her hands, 
shouted: 

“Oh-oh-ch! Miss Deu-n-l-o-p! The witch! 
The witch!” 

In an instant the whole class was on Jits 
feet. The terrified children cast a hurried 
glance toward the Wallway, and: as the 
#tartling apparition met their gaze, ran 
shrieking through an opposite door into the 
adjoining room, being accelerated in their 
movements by some of the children shout- 
ing: “She’s got a gun. She's got a gun!’’ 

Miss Field, the adjoining teacher, dum- 
founded at the sudden stampede into her 
room, made a heroic effort to stop the rush- 
ing crowd of fifty children, but was speed- 
ily thrust aside by the frantic youngsters, 
who in their wild efforts to escape to the 
street, upset her desk and papers, but 
kept straight on till they reached the 
schoolyard, Miss Field’s class, in the ex- 
citement and commotion, being carried 
along with them. 

A third class on the same floor, consist- 
ing of boys and taught by Miss Vollmer, 
aroused by the excitement, joined in the 
stampede, and went rushing down the 
stairway with the rest of the children. 

The teachers on the first floor, although 
much frightened by the unwonted disturb- 
ance going on overhead, managed by sheer 
force, to keep their children in their places. 
Some of these teachers came to the rescue 
of the others, and most of the frightened 
children were secured and Kept in the yard, 
although not a few with blanched faces, 
never stopped running until they reached 
their homes. 

When the teachers had time to recover 
their breath the terrifying “witch’’ was 
soon explained. The apparition turned out 
to be the janitor’s assistant, an elderly 
woman, who had gone into the cloakroom 
and lifted one of the coats in order to get 
her dusting cap, hanging underneath. 
When the children saw her put her strange 
looking cap on her head and put her broom 
across her shoulder, they believed that they 
were looking at a real live witch. 

It appears that the assistant usually does 
not go to the school until after 4 o’clock, 
and so was unknown to the children. Yes- 
terday she came earlier on account of the 
dismissed classes. 

When the children were finally reassem- 
bled a number of them went into hysterics 
over the fright, but finally recovered. 


DINING WITH THE PRINCE. 


What You May Expect if You Receive 
an Invitation to His Table. 
From Form. 

The prince of Wales’s dinner begins punc- 
tually at 8:45 o’clock p. m., and lasts an 
hour ard ten minutes. Rapid service is a 
household law and is quite necessary, as 
the menu is rather extended, though not 
ostentatiously elaborate. Four or five wait- 
ers only are allowed to enter the dining 
hall. The kitchen is, of course, at some dis- 
tance, but for the sake of dispatch a serv- 
ing room adjoins the dining hall, and here 
a little army of assistants supplies the 
waiters at an instant’s notice. Soft, low 
music is played during the entire -hour. 
The menu card is almost severe in its plain- 
ness, having simply a narrow gold border, 
surmounted by the royal crest, and is al- 
ways printed in French. The courses are 
arranged in first and second service. 

In each course an alternation of china 
and silver plates is strictly observed: for 
instance, turtle soup in silver plates and 
bisque in china plates. For the first course 
a fillet of trout artistically garnished, upon 
an oval entree dish of silver, and sole with 
rich “soucle’’ on a china plate, guests being 
given choice of either fish. ‘“Cotellettes de 
volailles” and ‘‘chaud froids’” follow, and 
then comes haunches of venison on large 
silver dishes, and saddles of mutton, also 
on silver. The meats are all previously 
varved in the serving room. Dainty des- 
serts conclude the bountiful repast,

MEETING OF COUNCIL TODAY 


And It Is Expected That There Will 
Be Lively Developments. 


wR. COLVIN’S MOTION WILL COME UP 


And It May Cause a Lively Contest Be- 


fore Council—Mr. Inman’s Sup- 
posed Position. 


The general council will convene in ad- 
journed session this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
And the session will in all probability not 
only be a lively and interesting one, but 
will be long, and may grow tedious before 
an adjournment is moved and secured. 

Every one of the nineteen members ex- 
cept -Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch, it may be 
stated positively, will be in his seat when 
the body is called to order by the provi- 
sional mayor pro tem., Mr. Dimmock. The 
members of the body who went to Phila- 
delphia will be on hand, wearing the airs 

und smiles learned while in tire Quaker 
City, while those who remained at home to 
care for the city government while the oth- 
ers were away will stand in awe of their 
associates, who have been educating in 
Philadelphia. 

So long has it been since the general 
council has had a full meeting that the 
clerk to that body finds it almost impossi- 
ble to make a programme of the events of 
the meeting. 

It is certain, however, that one of the 
most important features of the session will 
be brought to the attention of the house 
first. That will be the Colvin notice to 
move a reconsideration of the Inman ord!- 
nance which wiped the detective depart- 
ment out. More than likely Mr. Colvin will 
be informed that he cannot move a recon- 
sideration, because the Inman ordinance 
has been perfected by the signature of the 
mayor. In that event, Mr. Colvin will have 
ready for the clerk an ordinance repealing 
Mr. Inman’s ordinance, which he will, after 
it has been read, request be placed upon 
its second reading. The probabilities are 
that the request will be granted, as that is 
the usual course, and then Mr. Colvin will 
move its adoption. 

The motion to adopt the ordinance repeal- 
ing the Inman ordinance will provoke a 
lively discussion. 

Just what position Mr. Inman will take 
on the motion to adopt the ordinance which 
will repeal his own no one cares to predict... 
A first analysis of the situation might 
show an indication on Mr. Inman’s part 
to oppose it. But since it has become Known 
that Mr. Inman will fight hard to have 
Captain Wright reinstated, there is the 
barest possibility that he will not vigorous- 
ly oppose the repealing law, his object be- 
ing to have Captain Wright reinstated and 
then by subsequent legislation do away 
with the detective department, excluding 
Captain Wright from that legislation. 

Those about the city hall who advance 
this idea, however, admit that it is a 
mere conjecture. 

It is known among a few that Mr. In- 
man has had a conference or two with 
the city attorney about the matter and that 
the construction of the law by the city at- 
torney does not suit Mr. Inman. 

Mr. Inman thinks Judge Anderson’s con- 
struction of his, the Inman, ordinance is 
too severe on Captain Wright—severer than 
the author contemplated when he drew the 
ordinance, because it not oniy Wipes the 
office Captain Wright was filling away, but 
leaves him high and dry. 

Judge Anderson’s construction of the new 
law, the Inman ordinance, repealing section 
Mr.

J. D. Turner, Hon. W. A. Hemphill and 
Mon. J. G. Oglesby, members of the board 
of direction. Each of these gentlemen ad- 
dressed the joint session showing the work 
of charity the association had done and the 
manner in which that association had dis- 
bursed the money the general council had 
set aside for that work. 

Mr. Howell opposed before the committee 
as he had before the council the appropria- 
tion to the charitable association. The 
joint committee decided to make an unfa- 
forable report upon Mr. Howell’s resolution 
to transfer the money from the Atlanta 
Charitable Association to the relief commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Howell gave notice that he would sub- 
mit a minority report.

By carrying out a plan 
suggested by Captain Henry Jennings of 
the police department Mr. Smith, of the 
frm, fastened the thievery on Jesse Fears, 
one of the negro employes. 

The thievery has been conducted cn a 
different plan from the usual line vf ruch 
work and to its originality is due the sue- 
cess achieved by the thief. Separating the 
Inman-Smith building from the rear of the 
Peachtree street building there is an alley. 
Fears's plan of work was to throw a pair 
of shoes or such article as he desired to 
steal out of a window in the building to 
the alley below. The alley is a dark one 
and the attention of no one about the 
building or the vicinty has ever been at- 
tracted to the scheme until last night. 


Fears Caught in the Act. 

By watching the employes at the sugges- 
tion of Captain Jennings, Jesse Fears was 
geen to throw a pair of shoes out in the 
alley last night and he was at once arrest- 
ed as the thief who has been robbing the 
house for some time. The proprietors can- 
not estimate the amount of stuff stolen 
from the place, but it may be a very large 
sum. Fears either had confederates in the 
alley to carry the stuff away and sell it or 
else he got it himself after work hours. 
The police are of the opinion that he had 
confederates and when the case is inves- 


_ tigated today a big case of robbery may be

The shoes 
were marked J. A. Smith & Co., formerly 
the firm rame of the Inman, Smith & Co. 
establish.ient, and they have since been 
identified J as the property of the latter 
frm. When questioned the negro boy stat- 
ed that he had found the shoes in the alley 
back of Inman, Smith & Co., claiming that 
he stepped into the alley and saw the shoes 
there. His tale appeared plausible and af- 
ter taking his name at the station house 
and promising him the shoes if they were 
not called for by a certain time, the negro 
was allowed to go. 

It now appears that the negro was in 
league with Fears and he is being looked 
for by the police. He is known and will 
probably be arrested today.

Quite a 
large number of ministers were present as 
well as a good number of visitors from all 
over the cou.try, and from the present out- 
look the convention bids fair to become 
one of the most interesting and profitable 
ever held in the state. 

After the regular routine business 
had been transacted Bishop Foster made 
& very interesting address and said that 
while it was necessary to transact the an- 
nual business of the church, the main 
duty of the ministers at this time is to re- 
new their consecration and to get such 
Spiritual uplift as to enable them to be a 
greater blessing to their constituents. 

Bishop Mallilieu then told the conference 
that a great tide of intelligent and wealthy 
people will soon come to the southland 
from the north and west and advised the 
ministers to broaden their spirituality and 
their scholarship in order to be ready for 
their visitors. 

Dr. Sanford Hunt, of the Methodist book 
concern, made a very interesting talk on 
his department. He stated that the concern 
had distributed during the past year over 
four million periodicals throughout the 
country. He also said that a dividend 
would be declared this year of $120,600, to 
be distributed among the superarnuated 
preachers of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, The Georgia conference will re- 
ceive $182 as the share of this amount. 

Dr. Schell, the national secretary of the 
Epworth League in the United States, made 
a very interesting talk on the work cf the 
league, dwelling more particularly on the 
reading course of the order.

HE SUED THE DAIRY. 


BAGWELL THOUGHT HE OWNED 
PART OF THE STOCK. 
Sent Them Milk To Pay for Shares 


and Finding He Was Not a 
Shareholder, Entered Suit. 


Ww. W. Bagwell, of Marietta, won @ vic- 
tory over the Atlanta Dairy Company yes- 
terday in Judge Landrum’s court. 

Bagwell, of Marietta, is a young dairy- 
man himself, and has been shipping his 
dairy products down to Atlanta to the At- 
lanta firm mentioned above. This is what 
caused the civil suit in Judge Landrum's 
court yesterday. Bagwell} was plaintiff 
and the dairy company was the defendant. 
It was the second time it had been in the 
courts, Bagwell having been loser before. 

Some time ago Bagwell purchased some 
shares in the Atlanta Dairy Company, en- 
terprising country fellow as he is. He 
was to pay for these shares in milk. He 
has several cows, and he_ sent large 
amounts of milk to the dairy daily. 

Bagwell milked away industriously on 
his farm near Marietta and sent the milk 
down to the city daily to the dairy com- 
pany, he thinking very honestly that he 
himself constituted one of the company. 

By and by, it seems that he discovered 
that he was not one of the company, Or 
that the other men of the company did not 
look upon his as one. The intelligence was 
not of a welcome nature to the young man, 
and he set about to find the reason why he 
was not a member of the company. 

The difference between the company and 
him, who thought himself of the company, is 
hard to get an intelligent idea of, but it 
seems that there is a general misunder- 
standing. Bagwell claims that he sent the 
milk, which the dairy people do not deny. 
They claim that they paid for it in money 
and not in shares. Bagwell sent about $50 
worth of milk. 

After he found that he was not a member 
of the company he entered suit against 
Manager Scctt. At one trial Bagwell lost, 
but he tried again by appealing to a jury, 
and the jury heard the case yesterday in 
Judge Landrum’s court. They found in fa- 
vor of Bagwell. 

Manager Scott, it seems, was not at all 
pleased with the verdict of the jury. Af- 
ter the trial, when several were discussing 
the case, Mr. Scott made the remark that 
a jury was a good thing for thieves. Wal- 
ter McElreath, who was Bagwell’s lawyer, 
demanded that Mr. Scott retract what he 
had said if he meant he was athief. Mr. 
Scott said he did not mean that. The inci- 
dent was rather breezy.

A VERDICT REACHED! 


The Jury in the Johnson Case Returned 
a Sealed Verdict. 


MANY DAMAGE SUITS FILED 


The Case of Ratteree, Charged with 
Deserting His Family, Will Be 
Concluded Today. 


The case of the Johnson Company, of 
Johnstown, Pa., vs. the Atlanta City Rail- 
way Company, as maker, and Messrs. Aaron 
Haas, F. I. Strong and J. W. English, Jr., 
indorsers, occupied the day in the first di- 
vision of the city court. 

A sealed verdict was found late last night. 
The verdict will be opened in court this 
morning at 9 o’clock. 

The case grew out of the sale of the con- 
necting track between the tracks of the At- 
lanta Traction Company and that of the 
Atlanta City Street Railway Company, The 
track, which was sold to the Atinta City 
Street Railway Company is on Ellis, Spring 
and North Forsyth streets. The sale was 
closed by a note for $2,000 given by the 
Atlanta City Street Railway Company to 
the Johnson Company. 

When the note fell due it was not paid, 
and a note in renewal was given. The new 
note was made and signed as the original, 
with the exception of the name of J. W. 
English, Jr., who refused to indorse the re- 
newal, 

The note in renewal was due, and unpaid, 
when the Johnson Company brought suit 
on the original note. Mr. English was 
made a party to the guit, but he claimed 
that he was not bound, as he was but an 
accommodation indorser, and was released 
from the note when the note in renewal 
was accepted. The plaintiff set up that Mr. 
English was a party to the transaction, 
as he had received the benefits from the 
original consideration. 

The case is one of great importance, as a 
like decision has never been made in the 
city court and has seldom come within the 
jurisdiction of the United States court. 
The evidence in. the case was heard by 
many lawyers of the city, and the finding 
of the jury will be looked into by the at- 
torneys of the state. 

Several Suits Filed. 

The suit of Mr. George Putty against 
the Central Railroad of Georgia was filed 
yesterday in Clerk Tanner's office, praying 
for the recovery of $20,000 from the road 
for the death of his wife, Mrs. Mamie E. 
Putty. 

Mrs. Putty was killed by the train of 
the Central on the morning of January 24th. 
She was standing near the McDaniel street 
bridge When an East Tennessee train came 
up the grade. The smoke from the train 
was blinding, and as she stepped from the 
bridge to the tracks of the Central, she 
was struck by passenger train No. 11 and 
died the following day from the injuries 
received. The petition states that the de- 
fendant was negligent in having the speed 
of the incoming train more than six miles 
an hour and in failing to give the signal for 
the crossing. 

His Injuries Worth $10,000. 

A suit was filed by Mr. H. F. Smith 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company asking for $10,000 dam- 
ages. The petition shows that the plaintiff 
was @ passenger on the car of the compa- 
ny last September and he asked that the 
car be stopped at Randolph street. The 
car, he states, ran past the street before it 
could be stopped by the motorman, and 
just as he stepped from the running board, 
the car was jerked forward and he has 
been permanently injured. 

About one hundred widows of confeder- 
ate soldiers swore to the correctness of 
their applications for pensions before Or- 
dinary Calhoun yesterday. The certificates 
were issued, and were cashed by Judge 
Johnson at the capitol. The sum of money 
which will be paid by the state on account 
of these pensions will amount to $10,000. 
Each widow who is entitled to the benefits 
of the pension receives $60. 

The case of the state vs. Rataree was 
heard by Judge Berry yesterday. Rataree is 
charged with deserting his wife and child. 
The case will be taken up again this morn- 
ing, and a verdict may be reached before 
the court adjourns. 


NEW ROAD IN BROOKS. 


A Line from Quitman to Adel Is 
Talked Of. 

Quitman, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)-- 
Railroad news is the one subject of dis- 
cusston for the people of this place at 
present. Capital sufficient has been secured 
to build a road from Quitman to Adel on 
the Georgia Southern and Florida raiiroad. 
Work will commence at once. This will be 
a short line, only about thirty miles in ail, 
but it will be a big thing for Quitman, 
so the people here think. By joining with 
the Georgia Southern and Florda Quit- 
man will have direct connection with IK 
con and Atlanta. The capital to build this 
road is ail local. 

Real estate in Quitman has already taken 
a bounce of from 10 to 25 per cent on ac- 
count of the proposed read. The promol- 
ers of this scheme hope to interest capitai 
sufficient to build from here on down the 
western coast of Florida to Tampa, If 
they succeed it will be one of the best 
paying roads of the south, as it will tap 
the finest pine forests that can be found 
on the globe ard would connect Atlanta 
and Quitman by a direct line. 


TRAVEL TO CALIFORNIA. 


The Southern Route Is Growing in 
Popularity—Mardi Gras Travel.

Little Difference in Mileage. 

The distance from Atlanta to Albany 
by McDonough and Columbus, if the Geor- 
gia Midland is built in here, will be about 
2i4 miles against 219 miles by the Central's 
route through Macon. 

The distance from Atlanta to Jackson- 
ville by Jesup is 550 mfles. By the proposed 
new route it would be 401 miles, or abcut 
an hour and a half longer. On freight 
this would not cut a great figure. 

If the Columbus Southern and the Geor- 
gia Midland and Gulf are controlled by the 
Plant system Atlanta will have an inde 
pendent line to Ficrida. 

Railroad Freight Men Meet.

Jackson, of the Georgia, from Augusta. 
The freight men had a meeting at the 
association rooms about rates and ap- 
portionments. 

Shake-Up in the B. and O. 

President Cowen, of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, has started in for a radical reor- 
ganization, it is said. He has just taken 
Oscar G. Murray, vice president and gen- 
eral manager of the Big Four, and made 
him first vice president of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, succeeding Orlando M.° Smith, 
resigned. ‘Murray will probably make 
many changes. Frank Harriott, traffic 
manager, will probably stay and General 
Passenger Agent Scull may become pas- 
senger traffic manager. There is some 
gossip to the effect that an outside man

department. 
Mr. Fish Declined. 

Milwaukee invited the Llinois Central 
to build on there from Chicago. President 
Fish in replying to the invitation says: |, 

“It has long seemed to me that as the 
money interests persistently decline to 
embark their capital in new railway en- 
terprises there remains but one way for 
the: existing railroads in the northwest to 
obtain the funds needed for the improve- 
ment of their facilities and the giving of 
better service to the public, viz: by en- 
abling the railways, through increased 
rates or largely increased tonnage, or 
through diminished burdens, including 
taxes, to earn the money so badly needed 
now for these purposes. Unless concert 
of action is had among all the public and 
commercial bodies in that direction I can 
foresee nothing which will enable the ex- 
isting raihways to improve their services 
materially for years to come. Until in 
this or some other way the return upon 
the capital invested in the railways of the 
northwest is materially increased it will 
be idle to attempt to attract capital or in- 
vestment in additional and competing 
lines. It is my sincere conviction, based 
on a long and losing experience, that the 
railways have done all they can for the 
development of the northwest, and more 
than they should have done in justice to 
their unfortunate proprietors and credi- 
tors.’’ 

Texas Commission Knocked Out. 

Austin, Tex., February 6.—The railroad 
commission was yesterday knocked out 
by an opinion of Judge Morris, of the 
fifty-third district court, granting an in- 
junction restraining the commission from 
operating its compress regulations. The 
questions involved in the case are (1) that 
the commission had no authority to make 
such regulations, because they are com- 
press rates, and not freight rates, such as 
the commission is authorized to regulate; 
(2) if it did have any authority in such 
matters the rule applied to the Houston 
and Texas Central was unreasonable and 
unjust; (3) that the commission was seek- 
ing to apply the rule to interstate and in- 
ternational shipments, and by this means 
was attempting to regulate commerce be- 
tween this state and other nations, which 
was without its power. 

The judge, in rendering his opinion in 
the case, holds (1) that the commission 
had no authority to make these rates and 
regulations; (2) to properly prepare the 
case for appeal the court held that the 
rules and regulations, if within the power 
of the commission, were unreasonable and 
unjust as applied to the Houston and 
Texas Central; (3) that the Houston and 
Texas Central had failed to satisfactorily 
prove that the commission was applying 
the rules and regulations to interstate or 
international commerce. 

In this connection it is well to note that 
Commissioner Stedtnan’s letter purporting 
to give the rulings of the commission on 
this question was excluded on purely 
technical objections offered by the at- 
torney general. 

Sailors in Town. 

Portsmouth, Va. February 5.—(Special.) 
A special train carrying United States 
sailors and officers from the battleship 
Texas to the United States ship Monad- 
nock at San Francisco left here this morn- 
ing. The train is composed of two bag- 
gage cars, five tourists’ sleepers and one 
Pullkman sleeper. This train will go 
through solid from Portsmouth to Frisco, 
making the run in about five days. This 
is the first movement of this kind and it 
is being run through on a fast schedule. 
This train willreach Atlanta tomorrow. 
morning at 6 o’clock. The train is in 
charge of Clarence Murphy, of the South- 
ern Pacific, and B. A. Newland, of the 
Seaboard Air-Line. They will go via the 
Atlanta and West Point, Louisville and 
Nashville and Southern Pacific. There are 
about 170 in the party.

A NEW WEATHER RECORD, 


Barometric Reading Lower Last Night 
Than Ever Before in Atlanta. 


Last night the barometric pressure was 
much below the normal over the entire 
country.

5, 1885. 

The storm was accompanied yesterday 
by rains all over the southern states, and 
rain continued to fail in those east of the 
Mississippi river. The largest amounts re- 
ported were from Montgomery and Mobile, 
those places having 2.20 and 2.38 inches, 
respectively. A maximum wind of 60 
nriles per hour was experienced at Port 
Eads. Other gulf stations reported from 
28 to 36 miles. Temperature continues high 
over the south and is above freezing in 
all sections except the upper Missouri 
valley.

County Commissioners Met Yesterday 
and Transacted Business. 


MANY PETITIONS WERE READ 


The Finance Committee Will Meet 
Friday and Will Consider Reports 
of Standing Committees. 


The county commissioners met in regu- 
lar monthly session yesterday morning in 
the office of Secretary Kontz. Several 
questicns of importance were taken up 
and disposed of. 

The location of the new county jail was 
discussed by Mr. Harry Stockdell end 
the commissioners and it was decided that 
the citizens of Pryor street would be 
given an opportunity to file their com- 
plaints at a called meeting of the board 
Friday morning at 10 o’clock. 

The petition of the military companies 
of Atlanta praying that the new rifle 
range be graded at the expense of the 
county, Was read and considered. On mo- 
tion the petition was referred to the com- 
mittee on public works, with power to act. 

The purchase of the steam roller used at 
the exposition grounds was reported by 
the committee on public works. 

A resolution was introduced authorizing 
the chairman of the building committee 
to draw a Warrant on the treasurer tor 
the expenses of the proposed trip of the 
board inspecting jails in the principal 
cities of the east. 

Mr. Grant Wilkins was employed by the 
county commissioners to look after the 
construction of the new jail and to pre- 
pare plans and make out specifications. 
His salary is to be $100 per month and 
his work is to begin at the pleasure of the 
committee. Mr. Wilkins has been engaged 
on the plans tor several days and has made 
progress. He will accompany the building 
committee on its trip of inspection of 
jails and when he returns he will hurry 
the plans through to completion. 

The citizens of Capitol avenue and Mc- 
Donough road presented a petition asking 
that the cross street between the two 
named thoroughfares be named Milton ave- 
nue. The petition stated that at present 
the street had no name and the cilizens 
wished to honor him. The street will here- 
after be called Milton avenue. Three road 
commissioners filed their resignations with 
the board. Those who wished to withdraw 
their services are J. S. Plaster, of Buck- 
head: J. F. Brown, of Collins, and W. H. 
McKnight, of Adamsville. The resignations 
were accepted. 

Two petitions were presented by citizens 
of Peachtree road asking that the present 
bridge over Peachtree street be condemned 
as it was unsafe and that an iron structure 
be placed across the creek. The petitions 
were numerously signed and stated that 
prompt action should be taken, as the 
bridge was not in condition for travel. Mr. 
Adair stated that he thought the structure 
should be of iron, as it would be more 
durable and would be cheaper in the end 
than one made of timber. The petition was 
referred to the committee on roads and 
bridges, with instruction that bids should 
be advertised for and a report be made at 
the next meeting as to the probable cost 
of the new iron structure. 

County Attorney Rosser made a state- 
ment in regard to the annual payment of 
$100 to Mr. W. E. Elder, a blind confeder- 
ate soldier. The attorney stated that under 
a statute the county had no authority to 
make this payment‘and that its action in 
so doing was illegal. He thought it would 
be a hardship for the tax collector to re- 
fund this money paid Mr. Elder, and sug- 
gested that no further amount be paid 
him in the future, The report was adopted. 

Mr. A. P. Wells, who is a very prominent 
citizen of the county, presented a lengthy 
petition, asking that he be appointed jailer 
under the Branan bill, introduced in the 
last house. He was under the impression 
that the bill placing the jails under charge 
of the county commissioners had already 
gone into effect. The petition was filed and 
will probably be resurrected when the 
change goes into effect.

LIGHTNING WRECKS A HOME. 


RESIDENCE OF MR. SAUNDERS AT 
KIREKWOOD DESTROYED. 


Handsome Two Story Dwelling Almost 
Completely Demolished—The 
Family Was Absent. 


The lightning wrecked a beautiful home 
in South Kirkwood yesterday shortly after 
noon, and it was due to the fact that the 
family who reside in it were all absent that 
no one was killed. 

The destroyed house was the resicence 
of Mr. Saunders and was a handsome two- 
story one. It stands not far from ihe street 
car line at South Kirkwood. Mrs. Saun- 
ders has charge of the school at Kirkwood 
and consequently was not at home. Had 
the lightning struck an hour later she 
would have been inside and would un- 
doubtedly have been killed. 

Lightning struck and shattered the house 
in an instant. It wrecked the home com- 
pletely, demolishing the chimneys and 
scattering the weatherboarding in every 
direction. Dynamite could not have done 
the work more effectively. The roof was 
ripped off, the sides brought down, the 
chimneys razed and the furnishings wreck- 
ed. The loud noise of the collision attract- 
ed the attention of the neighbors, and look- 
ing out hastily, they saw, where a moment 
before had stood the residence of Mr. 
Saunders, a pile of ruins. The place was 
visited during the afternoon by a great 
many people, 

The lightning which destroyed the resi- 
dence came with the small thunderstorm 
just after noon. The thunder was unus- 
ually heavy for the season of the year and 
on that account created a great deal of 
comment. Such displays are not often seen 
at this time of the year. 


Mercy for Adolphus Duncan. 

Editor Constitution—it was with a real 
heartache that I read in your issue of 
recent date that the sentence of death had 
been prorounced upon Adolphus Duncan. 
In my prison work last October his case 
was brought to my notice. After a thor- 
ough investigation, being convinced of the 
nhegros innocence, or at the most, that 
“read was a grave doubt as to his guiit, I 

gana petition, which was to be presented 
to the governor, asking either for his lib- 
erty, or failing in this, that his sentence 
be commuted to life imprisonment. In the 
investigation I was assisted largely by in- 
formation which was freely given by the 
jailer, the assistant jailer and others in 
authority, all of whom promised me to 
Sign the petition. 1 also learned that the 
detective who had at one time believed the 
negro to be guilty, now believed him to be 
innocent of the charges preferred against 
him, and had Signified his desire for clem- 
ency in his behalf. I called upon this de- 
tective but was so unfortunate as to miss 
seeing him. I was also‘told by one in au- 
thority that the sheriff favored a commuta- 
tion of the death sertence for the unhappy 
man. I called upon the sheriff, but in con- 
Sequence of the excitement due to Will 
Myers’s escape, he requested me to defer 
the matter for the present. But a severe 
iliness necessitating the seeking of a 
warmer climate, I did not see him again. 
I then called upon Solicitor Hill, but fail- 
ing to find him in, saw his brother, Hon. 
B. H. Hill, with whom I talked the mat- 
ter over. He assured me that his brether, 
the solicitor, had determined to ask for 
executive clemency in the case, being 
forced to this humane conclusion for the 
Season that there was ‘‘a grave doubt in 
his mind as to the guilt of the prisoner,’”’ 
adding “no one should hang where there 
was the shadow of a doubt.” Not feeling 
satisfied, 1 called a second time upon the 
Solicitor only to tind that he had gone 
home quite ill. However, he ieft word for 
me that | could depend upon it, “he had 
determined either to ask the governor to 
pardon Duncan outright or else 
mute his sentence to life imprisonment.” 

The Hon. Mr. B. H. Hill then advised me 
to abandon the petition, stating as his 
reason that “he felt assured that the gov- 
ernor would be influenced alone in the mat- 
ter according to its legal bearings or 
aspect.’’ Hence, although I had a large 
proportion of intelligent and upright sym- 
pathy in the case | reluctantly relinquished 
the petition, feeling fully satisfied that the 
solicitor would not allow the matter to 
drop where it was. Now at this late hour 
I beg, in the name of humanity, and on the 
score of that divine mercy which every 
believer in a merciful God will claim for 
himself sooner or later, that we let mercy 
prevail in behalf of this unfortunate negro. 
The unhappy, and it may be, misguided 
woman who seeks to avenge her honor by 
the taking of a human life, will fail in her 
project and what then? To God alone be- 
longeth vengeance and I pray heaven she 
may realize that it is far better to be 
“sinned against’’ and forgiving that to 
see a human life forfeited for a doubtful 
crime. In working up the petition I found 
public sentiment from both white and 
colored, from both official and private, 
in favor of clemency for Duncan. From 
all sides there were numerous evidences 
ready to testify to the former good char- 
acter of the negro, while his humble and 
respectful obedience to the officers and 
laws of the prison was commended by all 
with whom he came in contact. 1 am es- 
pecially gratified to note what Solicitor 
Hill, in his courageous way, has to say in 
The Constitution of Sunday, February 
2d. I earnestly pray that by the Helper 
of the helpless he may be able to make his 
views clear to our just and peerless gov- 
ernqgr, who has proved hitherto that he not 
only has the courage of his convictions, 
but that he dares act upon them for the 
good of the public. As The Constitution al- 
ways leans to the side of mercy and has 
ever shown itself ready to champion a 
righteous cause, I beg it will now lend its 
powerful aid to prevent the execution of a 
man whom many good people believe to be 
innocent. Surely it is always safe to be 
on the side of mercy, for let us remember 
that the Son of God hath said: ‘Blessed 
are the merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy.”’
